A Wyoming jury Wednesday, 
November 3, convicted Aaron 
James McKinney of second- 
degree murder and two counts 
of felony murder in the October 
1998 beating death of gay student 
Matthew Shepard. 

Even though the jury acquitted 
McKinney of premeditated murder, 
the 22-year-old roofer could still 
face the death penalty on convic¬ 
tions of first-degree murder during a 
robbery and first-degree murder 
while committing a kidnapping. 

Jurors were ordered to return to 
the Albany County Courthouse in 
Laramie Thursday to begin the sen¬ 
tencing process. 

McKinney was charged with first- 
degree murder, kidnapping, and ag¬ 
gravated robbery in the October 6, 
1998, beating of Shepard. 

Prosecutors said McKinney and 
his drinking buddy, Russell Hender¬ 
son, savagely beat the diminutive 
Shepard, repeatedly clubbing him 
with a handgun, then lashed him to 
a wooden fence and left him for 
dead. 

Shepard died days later at a Fort 
Collins, Colorado hospital. 

Shepard met up with his alleged 
attackers at a Laramie bar. 

Prosecutors said McKinney and 
Henderson claimed to be gay and 
enticed Shepard to go with them. 

Henderson pleaded guilty April 5 
in the case to avoid a death sentence. 
McKinney’s and Henderson’s girl¬ 
friends were charged as accessories 
in the crime. 

McKinney’s lawyers wrapped up 
their case Monday after only 1 1/2 
days, and jurors began deliberating 
Tuesday morning. During closing 
arguments prosecutors compared 
McKinney and Henderson to wolves 
and Shepard to a lamb. Defense at¬ 
torneys said the only reason McKin¬ 
ney was on trial is because he is a 
methamphetamine addict and de¬ 
nied the killing was premeditated. 

Judge Barton Voigt barred the use 
of a “gay-panic” defense, concluding 
it amounted to arguing diminished 
capacity or temporary insanity - 
neither of which is allowed in 
Wyoming. 

Voigt’s ruling defined “gay-panic” 
as “the idea that a latent homosexual 
and manifest homophobe can be so 
upset by a homosexual’s advances to 
him that he becomes temporarily in¬ 
sane” and may lash out violently. T

Mayor Brown in runoff

A last-minute write-in campaign for 
mayor by Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano threw Tuesday’s 
local election into a prolonged vote 
count that left final results in the race for 
mayor, district attorney, and most of the 
county propositions unknown as the Bay 
Area Reporter went to press. Incumbent 
Mayor Willie Brown led all challengers and 
was assured of a spot in the December 14 
runoff to keep his job, though whom he’ll 
face is not yet known. 

With 90 percent of the precincts report¬ 
ing, preliminary returns from the November 
2 municipal election saw Brown receive 
60,506 votes, or 48 percent. Coming in sec¬ 
ond was former Mayor Frank Jordan with 
26,567, or 21 percent, while former political 
consultant Clint Reilly was trailing third with .

Mixing 'G' can kill,

W eekly overdoses and several high- 
profile deaths have not deterred 
many people in San Francisco from 
using GHB (gamma hydroxy bu¬ 
tyrate acid, commonly known as “G”), and 
its precursor, GBL (gamma butyrolactone), 
which converts into GHB in the body. 

And according to most experts testifying 
at a Board of Supervisors hearing at City 
Hall last Thursday, October 28, the drug is 
not likely to go away anytime soon. 

“GHB is here to stay,” said Christopher 
Carrington, Ph.D., a sociology professor at 
San Francisco State University, testifying at a 
hearing before the board’s Public Health and 
Environment Committee. “The rabbit is out 
of the hat.” 

Called by Supervisor Mark Leno to assess 


the public health response to the drug, the 
hearing featured testimony from members 
of the Rave/Club Drug Task Force of the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health 
(DPH). The task force, which includes pub¬ 
lic health experts, club promoters and own¬ 
ers, and community-based experts, was or¬ 
ganized in August to develop and implement 
“harm reduction strategies” for users of 
GHB and other recreational drugs. 

Witnesses at the hearing offered widely 
varying views on the dangers of GHB, as well 
as appropriate public health and law enforce¬ 
ment responses to its increasing popularity. 

Some said GHB is a dangerous, addictive 
drug. Others pointed out that it’s a fatty acid 
naturally occurring in the body, and sug¬ 
gested it may even be beneficial. 

“Personally, I know lots of people who 
use it safely,” said Al Abramowitz, the DPH

Ex-sailor convicted of gay murder

A former Navy sailor accused of fatally 
beating a gay publisher in 1996 is 
guilty of murder, a San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court jury determined Thursday, 
October 28, after two days of deliberation. 

Steven Nary, 22, was found to have 
committed second-degree murder while 
using a weapon, a verdict that carries a sen¬ 
tence of 16 years to life. Nary’s sentencing is 
scheduled for Tuesday, November 30, be¬ 
fore Superior Court Judge Kevin Ryan. Re¬ 
gardless of the outcome, Nary will not be 
eligible for parole until at least 2015. 

Nary was 18 when he went to the home 
of Juan Pifarre, 54, where the two engaged 


in oral sex before Nary beat, speared, and 
choked Pifarre unconscious in what he 
called “self defense” against Pifarre’s de¬ 
mands for anal sex. 

Police found Pifarre’s blood along the 
walls of his home, on the door, and all over 
the bathroom. They also discovered two 
condom wrappers and a used condom be¬ 
longing to Pifarre, as well as Nary’s under¬ 
wear, complete with his naval identifica¬ 
tion number sewn inside. 

During questioning, inspectors learned 
that Nary was unharmed except for a 
bruised hand, an injury he incurred while 
beating Pifarre. Nary gave several conflict¬ 
ing accounts of the evening, at first deny¬ 
ing that anything sexual had happened be-

Intersex victory 

Advocates hope United States will 
follow Colombia court's example

I n what is being hailed as a 
huge breakthrough for chil¬ 
dren’s and gender identity 
rights around the world, the Con¬ 
stitutional Court of Colombia re¬ 
cently issued two decisions that 
significantly restrict the ability of 
doctors and parents from surgi¬ 
cally tampering with the genitalia 
a child is born with. These surg¬ 
eries - known as Intersex Genital 
Mutilation (IGM) - are widely 
performed in most industrialized 
countries on intersex children, 
and are done purely for social and 
cosmetic reasons so that the child 
can have the appearance of “nor¬ 
mal” male or female genitals. It is 
estimated that in the United 
States, five children per day re¬ 
ceive IGM. 

Colombia’s court effectively 
declared intersex people as a con¬ 
stitutionally protected minority 
and stated that every individual 
has the right to define his or her 
own sexuality. This is the first 
time that a high court anywhere 
has considered whether IGM is a 
violation of human rights. 

“Intersex people question our 
capacity for tolerance and consti¬ 
tute a challenge to the acceptance 
of difference,” the court said, em¬ 
phasizing that everyone has the 
duty to “open up a space for these 
people who have until now been 
silenced. ... We all have to listen 
to them, and not only learn how

to live with them, but also to learn 
from them.” 

While Colombia’s decision 
does not directly affect the rest of 
the world, Bay Area human rights 
advocates said that they hope 
human rights organizations in the 
U.S. and abroad will take notice. 

“We hope other organizations 
will pay attention to the fact that 
the court did not reach a decision 
out of emotion, but out of ex¬ 
haustive consultation of legal and 
scientific data,” Sydney Levy, cam¬ 
paign director for the Internation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC) told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “In recognizing 
that these surgeries are dangerous, 
and that the decision to perform 
these surgeries is not a medical de¬ 
cision, the court has said that the 
child has a right to choose his or 
her gender identity.” 

Levy said that IGM - often 


performed without the parents’ 
consent - usually involves follow¬ 
up surgeries as the child grows 
older. 

“There are a number of opera¬ 
tions that need to happen to basi¬ 
cally assign the sex that the doctor 
at the moment of birth felt the 
child should have,” said Levy. 
“Often the kids don’t know what’s 
happening to them, they just 
know they are going from one 
surgery to another. As adults, they 
may end up with a loss of sensa¬ 
tion in the genitals and an inabil¬ 
ity to orgasm.” 

Shannon Minter, staff attorney 
for the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights (NCLR), agreed that the con¬ 
sequences of IGM without the 
child’s consent could be devastating. 

“You cannot know ahead of 
time what gender identity an in¬ 
tersex child will eventually have,” 
Minter told the B.A.R. “It is dan¬ 
gerous, then, to perform irre¬ 
versible surgical intervention that 
might turn out to be wrong.” 

Minter praised Colombia’s de¬ 
cision as a victory for gender iden¬ 
tity issues, and said the same prin¬ 
ciple should apply to transgenders. 

“No one but the child should 
be able to make such an impor¬ 
tant decision about who they are,” 
said Minter, “and whether they 
want medical attention.” Minter 
said the court’s limits on parental 
intervention also favored a child’s 
right to choose his or her genitalia 
once the child was clear on his or

No Halloween treat for3 GHB OD victims

hree people were rushed by 
ambulance to San Francisco 
General Hospital (SFGH) 
on Halloween after overdosing on 
the drug gamma hydroxy butyrate 
acid (GHB). Police and para¬ 
medics were dispatched to an 
apartment in the Mint neighbor¬ 
hood of San Francisco at 12:25 
p.m. on Sunday, October 31, after 
getting reports that three people 
had overdosed on GHB. 

The conditions of the three vic¬ 
tims were deemed serious enough 
by paramedics that they were 
rushed to SFGH’s emergency room. 
All three were treated and released. 

“We got a very bad batch,” said 
one of the victims who requested 
anonymity. “We got it from a 
friend, but it was too volatile 


“I’ve done GHB a lot, and it 
shouldn’t have done what it did,” 
the man added. 

What it did, he said, was leave 
him and his two friends uncon¬ 
scious. A fourth friend who didn’t 
take a complete shot of GHB be¬ 
came concerned and called for 
paramedics. 

“I woke up when they [para¬ 
medics] came but they restrained 
me and forced me to go to the 
hospital,” said the man. 

“We had come back from a 
club about 10 or 11 [a.m],” the 
man explained. “That’s when we 
took it and fell asleep.” 

When asked if he would do 
GHB again, he responded: “I 
don’t think I’m going to do it any¬ 
more and I don’t think the others 
will either. It’s kind of unnerving 
and embarrassing. It’s not worth 
all that drama. 


“It’s ruining a lot of parties,” 
the man added. “People don’t 
know what they’re getting any¬ 
more. Why risk it? People are 
starting to realize that.” 

San Francisco police 
spokesman, Jim Deignan, said the 
case was classified as an acciden¬ 
tal overdose and no charges 
would be filed. 

SFGH officials say its emer¬ 
gency room routinely treats sever¬ 
al GHB overdose victims each 
weekend. GHB, once touted as a 
muscle builder, has become pop¬ 
ular among many all-night party- 
ers. Although most GHB overdose 
victims are treated and released 
from hospital emergency rooms, 
many cases have been serious 
enough to warrant hospitalization 
and the drug has been linked to at 
least four deaths in San Francisco 
over the past two years. ▼

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United appeal seeks to 
pit one domestic partner 
law against another

U nited Airlines has filed its 
appeal to a federal judge’s 
decision that the airline 
must offer some benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of its employees, 
and one of the arguments in the 
appeal states that California’s new 
domestic partner registry law pre¬ 
empts San Francisco’s landmark 
equal benefits ordinance. 

United, along with the Air 
Transport Association of Ameri¬ 
ca, and Federal Express, filed the 
appeal brief with the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit. 
The groups were joined by the Pat 
Robertson-backed appeal for S. D. 
Myers, Inc., which filed a separate 
appeal but used the same argu¬ 
ment. S.D. Myers is represented by 
the American Center for Law and 
Justice, backed by Robertson. 

In late July, United lost an ap¬ 
peals court ruling and surpris¬ 
ingly announced it would offer 
all benefits - even those not re¬ 
quired by the judge’s decision. 
The company stated then that it 
would appeal the decision from 
U.S. District Judge Claudia 
Wilken, which was upheld by the 
appeals court. The company’s de¬ 
cision made it the first U.S. air¬ 
line to offer domestic partner 


benefits to its employees and re¬ 
tirees. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) au¬ 
thored AB26, which was signed by 
Governor Gray Davis last month. 
The bill establishes a statewide 
domestic partner registry. In her 
bill, Migden specifically stated a 
local jurisdiction - such as San 
Francisco - can enact a law such 
as the equal benefits ordinance, 
according to Dennis Aftergut, 
chief assistant city attorney who is 
handling the United lawsuit. 

Under the city’s equal benefits 
ordinance, companies that do 
business with the city must offer 
benefits to domestic partners of 
employees if those benefits are of¬ 
fered to employees’ spouses. Unit¬ 
ed’s contract with the city covers 
space at San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Airport. 

“I’ve seen a lot of wacky argu¬ 
ments, but this one takes the 
cake,” Aftergut told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “The airlines are saying 
that Carole Migden’s law which 
creates a statewide domestic part¬ 
ner registry was meant to elimi¬ 
nate the equal rights for domestic 
partners that our ordinance cre¬ 
ates. 

“Frankly, I’m surprised that 
United Airlines, which has been 
trumpeting its turnaround on 


equal benefits to the gay commu¬ 
nity, would allow its lawyers to 
make such an argument,” Aftergut 
added. 

Aftergut was referring to a full- 
scale media blitz in gay newspa¬ 
pers across the country - includ¬ 
ing the B.A.R. - that promotes 
United’s support for the gay com¬ 
munity. 

“Many people do not know 
that United has a very good histo¬ 
ry of support for the gay and les¬ 
bian community,” stated United 
spokeswoman Susan Leyva, in a 
statement about the ad campaign. 

San Francisco civil rights at¬ 
torney Geoff Kors, who helped 
draft the equal benefits ordinance 
in 1996, was livid at the latest turn 
of events. 

“It appears that United and Pat 
Robertson are in cahoots to over¬ 
turn the equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance,” Kors told the B.A.R. “They 
know Assemblywoman Migden’s 
bill specifically states that a city 
can enact a law such as the equal 
benefits ordinance.” 

Migden said, “We don’t believe 
United has a case. United has to 
comply with the law and my bill 
doesn’t make it easier for them to 
circumvent it.” 

Aftergut said the city has until 
November 29 to file its briefs in 
the matter. ▼ 


AEF grants increase , thanks to CARE

T he AIDS Emergency 
Fund’s (AEF) board of di¬ 
rectors has announced

• At their next anniversary 
date, all previous San Francisco 
clients will be eligible to renew for 
the grant amount determined for 
that year.

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Neighbors seek control 
over Castro youth project 


director of housing and home¬ 
less programs at DHS. 

Leno, who has spearheaded 
the project, requested an opin¬ 
ion from the city attorney’s of¬ 
fice on the matter, and received a 
response on Tuesday, November 
2. However, at press time, Leno’s 
office was unwilling to discuss 
the city attorney’s answer. 

Many area neighbors had ve¬ 
hemently opposed the original 
emergency drop-in shelter when 
it was proposed in August, citing 
vagrancy and other fall-out 
from a temporary shelter set up 
at the Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center on Collingwood Street 
last spring. Leno and Katz re¬ 
sponded by turning the decision 
back over to them, charging 
them with either approving 
their original proposal, or com¬ 
ing up with an alternative plan 
for housing queer youth in the 
Castro before winter - a goal 
that now appears unrealistic. 

But the Reverend Jim Mituls- 
ki, pastor of Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church-San Francisco 
in the Castro, has been quietly 
working with Leno and city 
agencies to establish an alterna¬ 
tive shelter in the MCC-Golden 
Gate building on Church Street 
in Noe Valley. Mitulski told the 
B.A.R. that he hopes to secure 
city funding to open the emer¬ 
gency drop-in facility later this 
month, and keep it open 
through the winter, housing 10- 
20 gay and lesbian homeless 
youth on a drop-in basis. 

Mitulski said he has not yet 
contacted Noe Valley neighbors 
to discuss MCC’s plan, which 
closely resembles the original 
proposal for the Castro shelter. 
“Of course I care about what 
they think,” he said. “But I need 
to balance that with the needs of 
the homeless youth.” ▼

at the intersection of Market, 
Castro, and 17th streets are pre¬ 
pared to give the city their con¬ 
sent for a temporary housing fa¬ 
cility for lesbian and gay youth 
at the site - provided they are 
granted unprecedented powers 
over the project. 

An ad hoc committee of 
neighbors, merchants, and 
housing activists wants to create 
a new community oversight 
board - composed largely of 
neighbors of the facility - and 
give it the authority to shut the 
program down on 60 days no¬ 
tice. 

The 21-member community 
advisory committee voted on 
October 21 to postpone final 
voting on their revised program 
for the city-funded facility until 
another public meeting that 
takes place this Tuesday, Novem¬ 
ber 9. 

The committee has worked 
for three months to develop an 
alternative program for housing 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen¬ 
der, queer, or questioning 
(LGBTQQ) youth at the 2500 
Market Street site. Their version 
of the facility differs significant¬ 
ly from that originally proposed 
in August by San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisors Mark Leno and Leslie 
Katz. It would house 16 young 
adults between the ages of 18 
and 23, rather than the original 
25 people. And it would not 
allow drop-in stays, instead re¬ 
quiring a minimum three 
month commitment from the 
young people, including partici¬ 
pation in educational, vocation¬ 
al, and case management ser¬ 
vices. 

According to the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices (DHS), most of the condi¬ 
tions outlined by the committee 
are achievable, with the excep¬ 
tion of the proposed oversight 
board’s power to close the pro¬ 
ject. 

“That’s probably something 
we can’t do: give a community 
oversight board the authority to 
shut down a program that 
would be under contract with 
the city,” said Maggie Donahue,

T he Tavern Guild Foundation 
has announced that it made 
the final payment last week 
on the $715,000 mortgage for the 
Community Thrift Store at 623 
Valencia street at 17th in San 
Francisco. 

Community Thrift raises 
money for charitable organiza¬ 
tions, accepting donations of 
reusable clothing, furniture, ap¬ 
pliances, and other household 
items, which are then sold to the 
public. Donors may designate any 
charity where they would like 
their money to go; currently, the 
store provides funding to over 200 
qualifying nonprofit agencies. 

Founded in 1982 primarily to 
raise money for gay and early 
AIDS organizations, the mission 
of the Community Thrift has now 
broadened. While other recipients 
include organizations serving 
people with other life-threatening 
illnesses; women, children, and 
youth; people of color; the elder¬ 
ly; immigrants; and animals; 
AIDS and gay groups are still the 
main beneficiaries. Community 
Thrift also donates to groups 
“working to defeat bigotry and vi¬ 
olence.” 

“It’s an easy way to do it, and a 
very economical way to give 
money from deceased gays to liv¬ 
ing gays,” said George Banda, past 
chairman of the Tavern Guild 
Foundation board of directors, 
explaining that many donors over 
the years have been the family and 
friends of gay people who died of 
AIDS. 

According to Matthew Brown, 
who took the helm of the store as 
general manager two years ago, 
the organizations that receive the 
most funding are those that ac¬ 
tively solicit contributions for the 
store from their members and 
clients. 

At least five organizations have 
received over $10,000 from Com¬ 
munity Thrift so far this year, in¬ 
cluding Project Open Hand, the 
Society for the Prevention of Cru¬ 
elty to Animals, the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and La Casa de 
la Madres, a shelter for battered 
women and children. 

The store continues to grow, 
raising $95,000 for charity in 
1993, and $248,000 in 1998.

Banda, who became chair of 
the foundation board 10 years 
ago, recounted a troubled early 
history for the store, with prob¬ 
lem employees and a generally 
unkempt atmosphere. Now the 
10,500 square foot building sports 
a spiffy storefront, and other im¬ 
provements. 

“The store has really changed 
and cleaned up,” said Brown, 
adding that the store has a “great” 
group of employees. “We run it as 
a business. No more playtime.” 

The retail store employs 20 
people, spending approximately 
$322,000 annually on salaries and 
insurance, and has another 20 
volunteers. Some dedicated folks 
are paid part-time, and also vol¬ 
unteer part-time for the commu¬ 
nity organization. 

The building is due for a 
$200,000 seismic retrofit by 2006, 
but the Tavern Guild Foundation 
will no longer be making $10,000 
monthly mortgage payments. 

“Now, other than the retrofit, 
all the money can go to charities,” 
said Brown. “I think the smartest 
decision this board ever made was 
buying this building.” T

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United rising to new lows 


W hen word came down in late July 
from United Airlines’ corporate 
headquarters that the airline would 
go above and beyond a federal judge’s order 
to provide benefits to domestic partners of 
its employees, we were overjoyed. The com¬ 
pany had just lost yet another round in its 
lengthy court battle with San Francisco over 
compliance with the city’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance. The law requires com¬ 
panies that do business with the city to offer 
benefits to domestic partners of its employ¬ 
ees if those benefits are offered to employ¬ 
ees’ spouses. United has a contract with the 
city that covers space at San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Airport. 

In August, we thanked United for doing 
the right thing regarding its decision to offer 
all benefits - not just the so-called no-cost 
benefits - to its employees and retirees. 
While the company said then that it would 
continue to appeal the court decisions, the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) community was thrilled with Unit¬ 
ed’s announcement and the months-long 
boycott was declared over. 

Maybe it’s time to bring the boycott back. 
United, it seems, has joined with Pat 
Robertson’s American Center for Law and 
Justice (ACLJ) in appealing the court deci¬ 
sion arguing that California’s new statewide 
domestic partner registry law preempts the 
city’s equal benefits ordinance. In other 
words, they are pitting one domestic part¬ 
ner law against another. 

If that’s not enough, consider this: Unit¬ 
ed filed its appeal in late October. Before 
that - in September - United rolled out a 
full-scale publicity campaign in LGBT 
newspapers and magazines across the coun¬ 
try - including the Bay Area Reporter- tout¬ 
ing its “support for the gay community.” Re¬ 
ally? Does support for the gay community 
mean United turns around and has its 
lawyers argue that Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s AB26, which was signed into law 
by Governor Gray Davis, means the city’s 


equal benefit ordinance is void? 

No, it does not. 

Chief Assistant City Attorney Dennis Af¬ 
tergut told us this week that he’s seen a 
lot of legal arguments over the years, 
but that this latest from United and 
the ACLJ “takes the cake.” , 

When Migden wrote her do¬ 
mestic partner registry bill, she 
was careful to include a statement 
that specifically states that a city like San 
Francisco can enact a law such as the 
equal benefits ordinance. “Any 
locality can enact a law broad¬ 
er or that requires a third party 
like United to offer benefits,” 
civil rights attorney Geoff Kors told us. 
“What they are arguing is disingenuous.” 

“There is genuine and unresolvable con¬ 
flict between the new Family Code section 
and the [equal benefits] ordinance as ap¬ 
plied to airlines through their airport prop¬ 
erty contracts,” United’s appeal brief stated. 
“The Family Code limits legislation such as - 


the ordinance to the territorial jurisdiction 
of the locality adopting such a measure. In 
relation to airlines at the airport, this au¬ 
thority is exceeded.” 

Aftergut, Kors, and Migden dis¬ 
agree. Migden’s bill states in part that 
“any local jurisdiction may retain or 
adopt ordinance, policies, or laws that 
offer rights within that jurisdiction to 
domestic partners ... .” 

While we expected United to ap- 
^ peal, we did not expect the compa¬ 
ny to sink to the low level that 
it has with this most recent ar¬ 
gument. It is in conflict with 
United’s aggressive ad cam¬ 
paign, which is beginning to look more and 
more like a joke. 

“Shouldn’t an airline that flies more 
places than any other airline in the world 
support openness?” United asks in its ads in 
LGBT publications. 

Yes, it should. 

Come on, United. Drop the hypocrisy. ▼ 




Middle age concerns for gays

M arcel Miranda and I work as profes¬ 
sionals in HIV prevention, educa¬ 
tion, and the provision of support 
services. We are both firmly (we hope) en¬ 
trenched in midlife. Yet, as gay men, we find 
ourselves, on some level, totally unprepared 
for what lays ahead of us. 

Miranda, as a neighborhood organizer 
of the Stop AIDS Project, talks to men 
about HIV prevention almost everyday. No 
topic is taboo. But what comes closest is the 
question, “How old are you?” We don’t like 
to talk about aging or the issues associated 
with it. Let’s face it; we have been preoccu¬ 
pied with just keeping ourselves alive. 

As director of a small, faith-based HIV 
volunteer organization in the Castro, Most 
Holy Redeemer AIDS Support Group, I 
have been in the process of evaluating our 
current programs. I have been questioning 
whether they were relevant to the changing 
needs of our clients and to the changing dy¬ 
namics of the epidemic. The Department of 
Public Health numbers are disturbing: 35 
percent of new seroconversions are among 
gay men over 40 years of age; those cur¬ 
rently infected with HIV are aging to the 
point that, within the next few years, nearly 
50 percent of those with an AIDS diagnosis 
will be over 40 years old. The demographics 
of our own client list reflect similar realities. 
We have a client who is 70 years old and 
who seroconverted at 65. Those friends 
whom he didn’t lose to AIDS, he is losing to 
age. He tries to cope with a drug regimen 
which includes both antivirals and arthritis 
management as well as syndrome-induced 
fatigue, on top of “just being tired.” Like 
many of our elders with or without HIV, he 
is chronically sick, alone, and poor. He is 
isolated, often depressed - in many ways, 
forgotten and abandoned. 

Newer initiatives target youth education 
and prevention and justifiably so. They are 


the future. But what of those who lived and 
forged a history which the young will in¬ 
herit? The mature gay man at midlife, facing 
significant personal challenges and transi¬ 
tions on many levels, who has experienced 
multiple losses within few years may, there¬ 
fore, be more susceptible to abandoning or 
neglecting healthy practices, regardless of 
his HIV status. The passage into midlife 
brings with it special concerns: overall 
health and emotional well-being, body 
image and consciousness, interconnected¬ 
ness to the community, the attainment of 
life goals and the setting of new ones, fi¬ 
nancial stability and security, and is¬ 
sues of sexuality and relationship. 

Where are the images that speak to 
him at those moments? On preven¬ 
tion posters, does he see a face, a bit 
older like his own - a head, a bit 
grayer, like his own? 

Physical, emotional, 
and spiritual health and 
wellness are lifelong chal¬ 
lenges. Life experience is 
meant to bring us wisdom 
and an expanded vision of mortality, well¬ 
being and integration. How do we see our¬ 
selves at 40 or 50? Attractive, appealing, 
sexy? Actually able to carry on an intelligent 
conversation? Funny with lots of stories? 
Maybe even a healthy self-confidence and a 
deeply-held value or two? 

We are the first generation of out, self- 
identified gay men to reach middle age. We 
need to identify ways in which to speak to 
each other, to help and educate each other, 
to listen to and to love each other. But half 
the audience is gone and we must find ways 
to keep the other half healthy. Issues of ex¬ 
ercise, body image, prostate and testicular 
health, AIDS and loss, loneliness, dating and 
relationships, substance use and abuse, as 
well as HIV concerns must become a part 
of that mix. The era of AIDS has led to re¬ 
flection and focus upon the quality as well 
as the duration of life. 


HIV prevention and education pro¬ 
grams must begin to address the needs of 
the mature gay and bisexual man precisely 
because so many of us just don’t want to 
talk about it anymore. Some of us have lost 
virtually every close friend with whom we 
spent our adult gay life. We have survived, 
but at what cost? Emotionally detached and 
physically changing, where do I go, what do 
I do to find and develop new and healthy 
friendships and relationships? Do I even 
want to go through the effort to meet new 
people - people who may become yet an¬ 
other loss for me? 

In my attempt to identify programs or 
services which focused on what I consider 
a significantly underserved popula- 
tion, I was encouraged by many 
professionals but found few re¬ 
sources until I spoke with 
neighborhood organizers of the 
Stop AIDS Project. After 
several months of work, 
our two very different or¬ 
ganizations are ready to 
launch an initial collabo¬ 
ration whose aim is to allow men in this age 
group the opportunity to speak to one an¬ 
other and to those of us working with them. 
We hope to secure a place where they can 
focus on their own self-care and overall 
wellness and to educate the educators in the 
process. Our aim is to assist in building 
community, preventing relapse, and im¬ 
proving the quality of our lives, for that, in 
the last analysis, is the best prevention 
against HIV - and all the other things, that 
in one way or the other, can “kill” us. 

It is our time.

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Doing the right thing 

In anticipation of the howls of protest you will cer¬ 
tainly receive for your decision to run an “ex-gay” ad 
[October 28], I’d like to congratulate you for doing ex¬ 
actly the right thing. 

By running the ad, you’ve taken away an opportu¬ 
nity for the “ex-gays” to claim that they’re being cen¬ 
sored. By donating the money from the ad to charity, 
you’ve removed any appearance of profiteering. And, 
by running an editorial explaining your decision and 
a news story examining the fallacies behind the ad¬ 
vertised seminar in particular and the “ex-gay” move¬ 
ment in general (and on the same page as the ad - 
nice touch), you’ve removed the chance that any 
halfway conscious reader will be fooled by the ad’s 
oblique reference to “answers to your questions about 
homosexuality.” 

As you so correctly point out, queers have been on 
the receiving end of censorship for so long, it ill be¬ 
hooves us to take any action that has even the ap¬ 
pearance of censorship. (Some protesting your deci¬ 
sion may point out that refusing to run an ad would 
not technically be censorship, which requires the force 
of law. However, it certainly wouldn’t be respect for 
freedom of speech, either.) I would add that restric¬ 
tion of free speech is like a snowball; one instance 
makes it easier for the next instance to occur. 

Thank you for doing exactly what a newspaper 
should do - disseminate and examine information. 
Oh, and one last thing. If any of your advertisers pull 
their ads from your paper because of this decision, 
they will lose my business. Permanently.

Flaky people making decisions ... for you 

The Castro Neighborhood Council (aka Save the 
Castro) is a small group of simpletons who view 
change in the Castro as something threatening. San 
Francisco is changing. Thirty years ago, the Castro 
was a rundown neighborhood of older Irish and 
Scandinavian Americans. Then it changed. Consider 
how gay people would react back then if those resi¬ 
dents had formed a “Save the Castro” group. 

Change is constant. We can embrace change and 
build a new Castro community, or we can try to freeze 
the neighborhood as a sort of queer “Colonial 
Williamsburg”. The Castro Neighborhood Council is 
misguided. Just some of their quaint notions: 

Improved Muni transit will bring tourists in who will 
destroy the neighborhood. God forbid some tourists 
come to the Castro and spend their money in our busi¬ 
nesses, and maybe meet a lesbian or gay person. 

Commercial vacancies are preferable to new busi¬ 
nesses, which might employ queer youth. The Fire¬ 
men’s Credit Union building, on the corner 
of Market and Castro streets has been va¬ 
il cant for years. Save the Castro opposes a 
large employer like Pottery Barn from 
moving in and providing scores of de¬ 
cent retail jobs. Just how are lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual and transgender immi¬ 
grants to our city going to live without 
new job creation? 

Chain stores are destroying the 
neighborhood. Chains have moved in and out of the 
Castro for years. Remember Pier 1? Crown Books? 
Haagen Daz? Headlines? Hallmark Cards? Mrs. 
Fields? All chain stores. All gone. Chains do not al¬ 
ways succeed and drive out smaller businesses. But 
chain stores can be good community citizens. Wal¬ 
greens, one of the best employers in the neighbor¬ 
hood, (measured by wages, benefits, products sold, 
and value) is a chain store. And a union employer. 

Gay kitsch is to be preferred over good restaurants 
and “anchor” businesses. Haven’t we enough T-shirt, 
underwear, and tacky card shops in the Castro? 

Jobs are unimportant. According to a so-called 
leader of the Save the Castro movement: “The myth¬ 
ic and historical import (of the neighborhood) far ex¬ 
ceeds any of our socio-economic needs and indeed, 
the span of our own lives.” Twaddle! 

Small businesses generally provide fewer jobs, with 
lower wages and fewer benefits than larger business¬ 
es like Walgreens, Rite-Aid, and Pottery Barn. Plus, 
larger businesses are easier to unionize than small 
mom and pop stores. (And how many mom and pop 
stores are there, in the Castro?) 

As a union member and as a gay man, I refuse to 
“buy” the Castro Neighborhood Council’s irrational 
rhetoric!

Another way to fight Knight 

Thank you for your article on statewide and local 
efforts to defeat Pete Knight’s anti-gay initiative 
(Terry Beswick, “Fight Knight events,” October 12). 
Thank you especially for including efforts by local re¬ 
ligious communities to defeat this hateful and divi¬ 
sive political initiative. It is too easy in our commu¬ 
nity to demonize all people of faith and forget that 
many people in religious communities are our allies 
and advocates. 

I am writing to remind the community that a 
group of volunteers from the Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church of San Francisco in the Castro have or¬ 
ganized a local No on Knight campaign. This cam¬ 
paign is focusing on registering voters as well as iden¬ 
tifying and mobilizing anti-Knight voters between 
now and the March election. In November, we will 
canvass the Castro and surrounding neighborhoods 
working to identify those voters who want to defeat 
the Knight initiative.

No second class citizens 

This is an open letter to the Mormon, Catholic, 
and other churches bankrolling the Knight initiative: 

I am a devout Christian. I believe your financial 
support for the Knight initiative, to deny recognition 
of gay and lesbian families, is misplaced and an attack 
on family values, and is part of the reason why I en¬ 
dured a 12-day water-only fast for equality (visit 
http://siteblazer.net/fastforequalrights/). My suffering 
is to communicate to you and others who would keep 
us in second class citizenship, the suffering my gay 
and lesbian community has endured for millennia. 
Our Christian churches do much good work and 
while other congregations are making great strides 
forward in embracing my community, based on con¬ 
temporary biblical research and science, you contin¬ 
ue to reiterate dated beliefs to vilify us, when neither 
sound scripture nor science supports your position. 

You use scriptural quotes taken out of context to 
justify attacks on homosexuality, just as they were 
used to deny women the vote and keep them subju¬ 
gated to their husbands; just as they were used to de¬ 
fend slavery and to keep African Americans in second 
class status; just as they were used for genocide against 
our Native American population. Contemporary 
scriptural research, using historical exegesis, that is 
reading the passages for what they intended within 
the context of their time, no longer condemns ho¬ 
mosexuality. And science has realized for decades now 
that homosexuality is not a lifestyle choice but is how 
we are created, by nature, and that the natural law dic¬ 
tates we follow our natures, our sexual orientation, if 
we are to be healthy and happy. 

By continuing to vilify us from your pulpits and 
not educating your students about homosexuality 
and homophobia you cause much unneeded suffer¬ 
ing: Gay teens exposed to such messages commit sui¬ 
cide at rates six time higher than straight teens, be¬ 
cause they believe they are no good. And straight 
teens grow up to hate and bash gay teens. Violence 
comes from hate, hate is based on ignorance, yet you 
refuse to teach the truth. That is the antithesis of 
“Love is God.” 

Your involvement in this political campaign is also 
a violation of our Constitution’s separation of church 
and state for which I believe you should lose your tax- 
exempt status. The money earned from those taxes 
should go towards helping the poor and homeless 
who exist in our nation in grossly higher proportion 
than in other western developed nations.

Critical issues go unattended 

I’ve been noticing the letters pouring in criticizing 
the homeless and those who advocate in their inter¬ 
est. As a Bay Area native, I can assure you that this 
doesn’t remotely resemble the San Franciscan values 
I’ve grown to know. 

In this battle that resembles the popular rhetoric 
of our much despised national circus we call Con¬ 
gress, you have those who are more concerned with 
the homeless interrupting the valuable shopping time 
of our prissy newcomers/old-timers in the Castro, 
rather than the gentrification and downsizing of our 
neighborhoods. In the meantime, the epidemic con¬ 
tinues to engulf this city. 

One of the most common forms of denial ex¬ 
pressed by these unconcerned folks, who emphatical¬ 
ly claim to represent the interests of the gay commu¬ 
nity, is that the homeless deserve to be where they are. 
They’re assuming, of course, that this condition is 
self-inflicted and “not our problem.” It is denial, while 
the average working American family is still only 
three paychecks from the streets themselves. Taking a 
glance at our current state of affairs: owner move-in 
evictions are throwing scores of San Franciscans out 
of the city, the skyrocketing housing market has be¬ 
come unattainable to most San Franciscans still here, 
and our neighborhoods are losing their individuality 
with passive carelessness. To those with HIV and 
wanting to move here, the story is the same: sorry, we 
can’t have you here if you cannot afford it. It could be 
any one of us in this predicament - no one is im¬ 
mune. 

The reality, howdver, is more dramatic. As a con¬ 
sequence of movements in the 1960s and 1970s to 
deinstitutionalize people who were not dangerously 
insane, the homeless numbers began to grow. In ad¬ 
dition, chintzy conservatives in state legislatures never 
appropriated enough money for community-based 
mental health care facilities. In the 1980s, that won¬ 
derful president of ours, Ronald Reagan, helped swell 
our homeless numbers by tossing out more mentally 
ill into the streets. 

The problem with blame and fear is that, not only 
have they not ever built a single unit of low cost hous¬ 
ing, they don’t tend to have any solutions to this 
growing epidemic. 

If money, greed, and business interests are to be 
the next great dividers of this community, then we’ve 
lost the meaning of our roots. To become what our 
brothers and sisters before us stood in unity against, 
makes us no better than the likes of the Gingrich 
Congress. Both hurt poor folks. There is no centrist 
position, you either want a solution or you don’t and 
we are all responsible for contributing to make it hap¬ 
pen. If our selfish attitudes prevail and common sense 
is all but gone, then perhaps we should rename the 
Castro to identify with its new constituency, the Dis- 
astro. By denying simple refuge for starters, we would 
mistakenly be taking what could be the last hope away 
from many gay youth, non-gay youth, and mentally 
ill. 

Welcome to the tolerant city, please leave your in¬ 
tolerance in the suburbs.

Buchanan a ‘Reformer?

F amed television commenta¬ 
tor, former speech writer for 
Richard Nixon, and three¬ 
time presidential candidate 
Patrick Buchanan last week took 
the step that he threatened to do 
recently and formally left the Re¬ 
publican Party. Leaving the party 
of Jesse Helms, Trent Lott, and 
Tom DeLay hardly took much 
courage, even for the anti-Semitic, 
gay-hating, racist, Hitler-apologist 
Buchanan, but to now call himself 
a “Reformer” is certainly a stretch. 
Unless, of course, the 40-yearlong 
“lifetime” Republican who once 
kissed off Hispanic Americans by 
referring to them as “Jose,” who 
has said that AIDS is “Gods retri¬ 
bution to homosexuality,” and 
who has spent most of his 
adult life happily race¬ 
baiting (he despises 
blacks so much he once 
called for annexing 
Western Canada so the 
U.S. could get more 
white people) feels 
that he can 
truly “reform” 

America by 
running for 
president as the nominee of the 
Ross Perot-founded national Re¬ 
form Party. 

Even the arch-conservative 
William F. Buckley Jr. recently 
concluded, as has nearly everyone 
else, that the fringe crackpot 
Buchanan is indeed anti-Semitic. 
Will Buchanan, assuming he be¬ 
comes the Reform Party nominee, 
have an effect on next year’s pres¬ 
idential election? Of course - if for 
no other reason than he will bring 
his reactionary, hateful, homo- 
phobic, racist views to an even 
higher platform. Other than that, 
his nomination would very likely 
help the Democratic nominee and 
hurt the likely nomination of Re¬ 
publican George W. Bush.

Buchanan is - to say the least - 
an evil, hateful, dangerous man, 
who will surely spew his isola¬ 
tionist, racist demagoguery views 
across the country next year; a re¬ 
visit, if you will, of the presiden¬ 
tial campaign of the late Alabama 
Governor George Wallace. Yes, 
the Republicans are finally rid of 
Buchanan, but he hasn’t gone 
away. We will likely see a lot more 
of Buchanan than we want in the 


next year, and it won’t be pleasant. 

Former Senator and 1996 GOP 
presidential nominee Bob Dole 
on Buchanan’s departure from the 
Republican Party: “I’m glad he’s 
gone, he should have left earlier.”

How about that Terence Hal- 
linan? Last Saturday he appeared 
at the “Brown for Mayor” rally, 
getting on stage with Brown, get¬ 
ting introduced and all, then he 
promptly dashed off to Tom Am- 
miano’s rally and greeted the 
popular supe with a “Good morn¬ 
ing, Mayor Ammiano” salute. 
(What? He couldn’t find the 
Frank Jordan and Clint Reilly 
headquarters?) 

As for those illegal Hallinan 
posters still papered around the 
Castro touting the district 
attorney as “the most 
‘openly’ progressive 
District Attorney in 
America” (as opposed 
to what-a “closeted” 
progressive?), the 
Hallinan campaign 
claims they don’t know 
how the illegal 
- they don’t 
have the re¬ 
quired I.D. 
number - signs got there, but this 
column has learned there is a video 
tape that is likely to surface in the 
runoff that will explain it all, fea¬ 
turing, supposedly, some district 
attorney office employees. 

Of course, California Supreme 
Court Justice Joyce Kennard 
wasn’t drunk when stopped near 
Sausalito recently as she was re¬ 
turning from a party in San Fran¬ 
cisco and was en route to her 
Corte Madera home; after all, she 
is a state Supreme Court justice. 

When Al Gore and Bill 
Bradley appeared together last 
Wednesday at the New Hamp¬ 
shire debate, the CNN telecast 
drew more viewers than the five 
GOP candidates who were fea¬ 
tured together the next night, but 
neither of the two “town meet¬ 
ings” rated as high as reruns of 
NBC’s Friends, CBS’ Diagnosis 
Murder, or UPN’s WWF Smack¬ 
down!, and what does that tell us 
about the interest of the upcom¬ 
ing presidential campaign? 

The two Democratic presiden¬ 
tial candidates on gay rights dur¬ 
ing their New Hampshire meeting 
last week. Bradley: “If a gay Amer¬ 
ican can serve openly in the White 
House, in Congress, in the courts, 
in the Treasury Department - 
why can’t they serve openly in the 
military?” Gore: “I thought Bill 


was very eloquent on that issue; 
the time has come for gays and 
lesbians to be recognized in the 
circle of human dignity.” 

As for the Republicans on the 
following night, publisher Steve 
Forbes (whose father was report¬ 
edly a closeted gay) danced 
around the only gay question 
posed, while the others totally ig¬ 
nored the issue. 

The California Secretary of 
State’s office has designated the 
anti-gay Knight initiative, appear¬ 
ing on the March 2000 ballot, as 
Proposition 22. The measure pro¬ 
vides that only marriages between 
one man and one woman are 
legally valid in California. 

A new Field Poll released late 
last week that includes Represen¬ 
tative Tom Campbell (R-San 
Jose), a sometime moderate, as a 
candidate for U.S. Senator Dianne 
Fein stein’s seat, shows Campbell 
as the best known among the Re¬ 
publican hopefuls, but Feinstein 
still easily defeats the wealthy 
Carppbell statewide by a healthy 
55 percent to 30 percent margin. 
An interesting side note has Fein¬ 
stein in an “open primary” even 
pulling 19 percent of the GOP 
vote and 55 percent of the vote 
from other parties. 

Incidentally, the same Field 
Poll shows Governor Gray Davis’s 
approval rating dropping slightly 
from 61 percent in August to a 
current 56 percent, still not bad 
for the first Democratic governor 
in 16 years who recently went 
through a contentious legislative 
session with fellow Democrats and 
conservative Republicans. 

Marilyn Monroe’s famed 

“birthday” dress went last week at 
an auction for $1.25 million; 
Monica Lewinsky, who has re¬ 
portedly shed some 30 pounds for 
a Jenny Craig contract, has got 
to be wondering how much she 
can hock that famed stained blue 
Gap dress for in a couple of years. 

In London last week, Britain’s 
top court issued a major ruling in 
favor of gay rights that says a gay 
partner is entitled to the same 
tenancy rights as a heterosexual 
spouse. The Law Lords’ ruling 
means that Martin Fitzpatrick 
can stay in his late partner’s (they 
had lived together for 18 years) 
flat. The landlord has asked Fitz¬ 
patrick to leave after the death of 
his partner, John Thompson, 
who was listed as the tenant. The 
3-2 ruling held that Fitzpatrick 
was legally to be regarded as a 
member of Thompson’s immedi¬ 
ate family, entitling him to the 
same tenancy rights. Y

There were as many as 40,000 
write-in ballots, plus an estimated 
10,000 provisional ballots still 
being counted late Wednesday. 
Ammiano was expected to pick 
up most, if not all, of the write-in 
votes and could very possibly edge 
out Jordan for the second spot in 
next month’s runoff. 

Indeed, some in the Brown 
camp were actually expecting 
Ammiano to come in second after 
all the votes were counted and 
were bracing themselves for a 
campaign against the popular gay 
board president. 

Both the Ammiano and Brown 
parties Tuesday night were upbeat 
affairs. Ammiano remained hope¬ 
ful, while Brown seemed confi¬ 
dent. “I feel sorry for all those 
other candidates,” Brown told 
supporters. “They have no idea 


how tough this job really is." 

“We’re reclaiming the democ¬ 
ratic process on a grassroots 
level,” Ammiano said at his elec¬ 
tion night party. 

In another hard-fought contest, 
the race for district attorney saw for¬ 
mer prosecutor Bill Fazio leading 
incumbent District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan by about 8 percentage 
points as the counting of write-in 
ballots was under way. While Halli¬ 
nan was expected to gain votes from 
Ammiano’s write-in effort, a De¬ 
cember 14 runoff between Fazio 
and Hallinan - a rematch of the 
1995 contest - is assured. 

San Francisco Sheriff Michael 
Hennessey, who was unopposed, 
easily won re-election. 

The heavy write-in campaign 
also left most of the local proposi¬ 
tions undecided. Proposition A, 
the Laguna Honda bond measure, 
was passing with the needed two- 
thirds majority in early returns. 
Proposition B (Firefighter and Po¬ 


lice Retirement Benefits), Propo¬ 
sition E (Municipal Transporta¬ 
tion Agency), Proposition F (ATM 
Fees), Proposition H (Downtown 
Caltrain Station), and Proposition 
J (Central Freeway Replacement) 
all appeared headed to victory in 
unofficial results. 

Attorneys representing banks 
were already working on legal 
challenges to Proposition F. 

Proposition G (Sunshine Or¬ 
dinance Amendment) was head¬ 
ing to defeat in early returns, but 
that could change once the write- 
in ballots are counted. 

In Solano County, gay attorney 
Gary Clouthier won a seat on the 
Vallejo City Council. Clouthier, a 
partner in the Law Offices of Wot- 
man, Kors, and Clouthier in San 
Francisco, ran as an openly gay 
candidate. Y

f hen it comes to AIDS, it’s 
better to be safe than 
sorry, especially when the 
messages we’re receiving about 
the epidemic are conflicting. 

The news seems very bad. The 
anti-AIDS drugs that appeared 
commercially three years ago are 
starting to fail. Up to 40 percent of 
treated individuals are now de¬ 
veloping HIV strains strongly 
resistant to the drugs. At the 
same time, there is evi¬ 
dence that unsafe sex is 
on the rise, indicating a 
dangerous relaxation in atti¬ 
tudes about AIDS. “The con¬ 
cern is that there will 
be a second wave of 
disease,” warns Dr. 

John Mellors, an 
AIDS specialist at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

Or maybe the news is very 
good. The death rate from AIDS 
has been cut by two-thirds in the 
last three years. More drugs are on 
the way. At the same time, sexual¬ 
ly transmitted diseases - an indi¬ 
cator of the frequency of unsafe 
sex - are well below the high lev¬ 
els witnessed in the sexual heyday 
of the 1970s and early 1980s. 

Upon the recent release of 10 
short French films about AIDS, a 
New York Times reviewer com¬ 
mented that AIDS-themed film 
projects are “passe.” Gay sex-ad¬ 
vice columnist Dan Savage, 
among other prominent writers, 
believes the AIDS “crisis” has 
ended. In a banner outside its of-

fice, ACT UP/San Francisco pro¬ 
claims simply: “AIDS is over.” 

Who’s right? There are many 
ways to interpret the available evi¬ 
dence about both progress in AIDS 
treatment and sexual behavior. The 
most optimistic rational interpreta¬ 
tion - the one that sees gay men 
making fine calculations of risk for 
various sex acts in an environment 
where the consequences of error are 
falling - is certainly defensible. But 
when the stakes are so high, we 
better be damn sure before we 
adopt an interpretation that 
confirms what we badly 
want to believe. 

What are the policy 
implications of a more pru¬ 
dent, but less optimistic, out¬ 
look? I don’t think it 
means closing bath¬ 
houses, a clumsy at¬ 
tempt to substitute 
government mandate for person¬ 
al responsibility. But we - and by 
“we” I mean individuals, organi¬ 
zations, and even government - 
must frankly tell people they’re 
taking serious risks. 

That’s a daunting project. Peo¬ 
ple (men especially) have always 
risked things for sex - careers, 
families, presidencies, lives - that 
they would never risk for most 
other things. People are capable of 
rationalizing almost any activity 
or promise or deception - or 
available data - to obtain sexual 
satisfaction. So any message we 
send to try to overcome the 
human willingness to throw the 
eternal dice for sex will have to be 
very tough on complacency. 

We must say without equivo¬ 
cation that a return to the behav¬ 
ior that created the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic in America - 'widespread, 
promiscuous, unprotected anal 
sex - will either retard or negate 
our progress in treatment. If we 
make petri dishes of our bodies, 
we tempt the disease to find a way 
around even the best medicine. 

Members of groups like Sex 
Panic! talk about unsafe sex as a 
mystical experience. But we must 
emphasize that there are other 


mystical experiences in life: like 
walking down a dark country road 
or engaging the mind of an author 
in a really good book or looking 
into the eyes of a baby. The 
tragedy is that we would risk trad¬ 
ing a lifetime of the latter things 
for one episode of the first thing. 

We must say even more than 
that, however, if the next generation 
is to be spared the horrors of the 
last. The time has come to remind 
our young what the disease does to 
a body. They have never seen their 
friends emaciated, or ravaged by 
pneumonia. Yet AIDS is still a lead¬ 
ing cause of death for young gay 
men. They need to understand that. 

What if, in addition to the 
muscled, mountain-climbing 
HIV-positive men featured in ad¬ 
vertisements, they saw the other 
side? Let’s have an honest ad cam¬ 
paign that shows the toxic effects 
of the new drugs. Maybe they 
need to see a few unsightly guys 
with “buffalo hump” and “pro¬ 
tease paunch” - the nicknames for 
the disfiguring body-fat distribu¬ 
tions some people get on the anti¬ 
retroviral drugs. The pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies have no interest in 
showing these things, but we do. 

In our modern obsession to 
avoid offending anyone, we have 
been mealy-mouthed about this. 
It is an unforgivable disservice to 
our young, especially. We do not 
need to re-stigmatize the disease 
or the people who have it. But we 
do need to re-stigmatize the be¬ 
havioral choices that transmit it. 

People who have unsafe sex in 
an age when it will get them a fatal, 
incurable disease are not especially 
bad. They’ve inherited the human 
penchant for sexual risk. The lack 
of visible “costs for indulging*that 
penchant - the only costs most 
people really consider - tells them 
to stop worrying. They walk down 
the street past signs that assure 
them, “AIDS is over.” 

They haven’t started dying yet 
and I hope they don’t. But, unless 
we tell them the hard truth, I fear 
the next sound we hear will be the 
second wave crashing onshore. T

Cops find $57K in gold, 
coins at Bodfish home

O rinda police last week un¬ 
earthed a surprise discovery 
and a potential new piece of 
evidence from the home of trans¬ 
gender murder victim Emmon 
Bodfish: a buried safe containing 
an estimated $57,000 in gold and 
precious coins. Meanwhile, as the 
investigation into Bodfish’s beat¬ 
ing death enters its fifth month, 
Orinda police along with Contra 
Costa County homicide investiga¬ 
tors and crime lab technicians 
plan to meet today (Thursday, 
November 4) for an in-depth dis¬ 
cussion of the case. 

Police removed the safe on 
Wednesday, October 27, through 
an opening in the floor of one of 
Bodfish’s closets. They carefully 
dusted the safe and its contents 
for fingerprints before turning it 
over to Bodfish’s lawyer and estate 
executor, Garrett Riegg. 

Riegg told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he first noticed the cylin¬ 
drical shaped safe through a hole 
in the closet floor and guessed it 
was sewer. It had no dial but a 
small hole in the center. On clos¬ 
er inspection, Riegg speculated it 
might be a safe and his suspicion 
was confirmed by a locksmith 
Riegg contacted. Riegg then noti¬ 
fied police who later arrived at the 
home and opened the safe. 

Riegg discovered the safe

through an uncovered opening in 
the floor. He didn’t know whether 
there had been a covering over the 
opening originally. If there had, it 
may be significant because it 
could indicate that someone may 
have recently removed it an at¬ 
tempt to get to the safe. 

The safe contained a gold bar 
valued at $30,000, gold coins 
worth as much as $20,000, and sil¬ 
ver coins valued at about $7,000, 
according to Riegg. 

Riegg estimates Bodfish’s total 
estate is worth about $6 million 
and likely will go higher because 


Riegg has yet to open some of 
Bodfish’s safe deposit boxes. Riegg 
is waiting for the death certificate 
for Bodfish’s son, Max Wills. The 
certificate, Riegg said, would give 
him the authority to open the 
boxes. Bodfish also controlled his 
deceased mother’s estate estimat¬ 
ed to be worth up to $2 million. 

Wills, 33, committed suicide in 
a Santa Monica hotel room June 
30, just hours after his grand¬ 
mother told him his mother was 
dead. Police don’t consider Wills a 
suspect but say they may never be

tween himself and Pifarre, and at 
one point suggesting that he had 
trapped Pifarre inside his own 
home by blocking the door when 
Pifarre tried to escape. 

While on trial, Nary testified 
that he was “disgusted” with him¬ 
self for having oral sex with Pifarre, 
and that after falling asleep togeth¬ 
er, Pifarre demanded anal sex from 
Nary. When he refused, testified 
Nary, Pifarre charged him appar¬ 
ently growing more violent with 
each injury Nary inflicted on him. 

It was actually Pifarre who 
locked Nary inside the apartment, 
according to Nary’s defense attor¬ 
ney Bruce Hotchkiss, who insist¬ 
ed that Pifarre - with blood gush¬ 
ing from the multiple puncture 
wounds on his body - continued 
to fight for anal sex and attempt¬ 
ed to keep the attacking Nary by 
his side, so as not to be arrested 
for having “unwanted sodomy ... 
with a teenager.” 

“If you’re a middle-aged man 
and you’re not a celebrity,” 
Hotchkiss told the jury, “there are 
two ways you can obtain sex with 
an 18-year-old ... you can pay for 
it, or you can prey on vulnerable 
teenagers like Steven Nary.” 

Gay rights advocates and the 
district attorney’s office breathed 
a sigh of relief for last Thursday’s 
verdict, a win hard-fought against 
the gay-panic and gay-man-as- 
predator arguments that charac¬ 
terized Nary’s defense. 

“Hearing the closing argu¬ 
ments felt like a trip back in time 
to arguments as absurd as Dan 
White’s ‘Twinkie defense,”’ said a 
statement from Jennifer Rakows- 


ki, director of client and advocacy 
services at Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV). 

CUAV credited the prosecution 
- Assistant District Attorney John 
Farrell and Investigator Ron Hu- 
berman - with exposing the homo¬ 
phobia behind the defense’s story. 

“I thought it was important 
that the jury understand what was 
and wasn’t the issue,” Farrell told 
the Bay Area Reporter. During clos¬ 
ing arguments, Farrell illustrated 
on the blackboard how Nary’s “self 
defense” claim was merely “self de¬ 
fense against a gay guy.” 

“You don’t come right out and 
say ‘gay-panic,’ you say ‘self de¬ 
fense,’” Farrell told the B.A.R., re¬ 
ferring to Hotchkiss’s tactics. 
“Well, the jury knew the difference 
between self defense and murder.” 

Huberman told the B.A.R. that 
he was pleased with both the ver¬ 
dict and jury. 

“They did not buy into the 
gay-panic defense,” said Huber¬ 
man, who found it interesting that 
the Nary defense was allowed in 
San Francisco while a similar gay- 
panic defense was struck down in 
Wyoming during the trial of 
Aaron McKinney, who is charged 
in the beating death of gay college 
student Matthew Shepard. 

“But that also shows how great 
this city is,” said Huberman. “Even 
after all the gays and lesbians were 
dismissed as jurors, we were left 
with a very sophisticated jury.” 

Pifarre was an outspoken 
neighborhood activist and pub¬ 
lisher of Les Horizontes, a Span- 
ish-language newspaper. The Juan 
Pifarre Plaza, a Mission neighbor¬ 
hood housing development for 
low-income families and people 
living with HIV/AIDS, was named 
in his honor. ▼

O n Saturday, October 30, the 
manager of Walgreens at 
18th and Castro streets re¬ 
ported indecent exposure when a 
group of five men stood on 
top of the newsstands 
fronting his store and 
had sex. On Sunday, 

October 31, workers 
at Orphan Andy’s 
restaurant escorted 
two men out of the 
eatery after they 
were caught hav¬ 
ing sex at one of 
the tables. The 
owner said the in¬ 
cident was caught on videotape, 
keeping his staff entertained. 

Wasted woes 

Last Friday, October 29, an ap¬ 
parently drunk man attempted to 
drive his car but forgot to 
straighten the vehicle’s curbed 
wheels. The man stepped on the 
accelerator and the car doughnut- 
ed in the middle of the street, 
lodging under the chassis of a 
passing Muni bus. Nobody was 
hurt, but both vehicles sustained 
several thousand dollars worth of 
damage. The man was arrested for 
suspicion of driving under the in¬ 
fluence.

to 300, the San Francisco Patrol 
Special Police reported. 

Losing balance 

Bank of America, 501 Castro, 
October 26, 6 p.m.: A man at¬ 
tempted to cash a stolen check he 
made out to himself in the 
amount of $3,000. When the teller 
discovered the fraud, she notified 
the bank manager, who called the 
police. Becoming suspicious, the 
suspect began to leave, but the 
manager locked the bank doors, 
trapping him inside. Panicked, the 
man threw a chair against the 
glass doors, but safety glass pre¬ 
vented the doors from shattering. 
Running from door to door, the 
suspect finally found an unlocked 
exit in the back of the bank where 
he escaped and scaled a fence into 
neighboring backyards. Respond¬ 
ing police were unable to locate 
him. The suspect is described as a 


Filipino male in his early 20s, with 
a crew cut.

Halloween arrest has two versions

A man who was arrested out¬ 
side of The Bar on Castro 
on Halloween night is filing 
a complaint of police brutality 
with the Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints (OCC) alleging that he 
and others at the Halloween fes¬ 
tivities were wrongly arrested and 
beaten for offenses as minor as 
“appearing drunk.” 

Chris Romero, 28, a resident of 
the Mission District and an em¬ 
ployee at the Bay Guardian news¬ 
paper, said when he tried to enter 
The Bar on Castro, a doorman re¬ 
fused to let him in, and the two 
exchanged verbal obscenities. 

“The next thing I knew, I was 
tackled to the ground,” Romero told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “My face was 
smashed into the pavement, and 
there was blood everywhere.” 
Romero’s $250 prescription 


eyeglasses were broken during the 
arrest. He said he has documented 
his injuries with a local hospital 
and with photographs, and has sev¬ 
eral witnesses to back up his story. 

Police reports conflict with 
Romero’s account (see Crime and 
Punishment column, above), stat¬ 
ing that Romero pushed the door-

around the Bay Area 
turned out to enjoy the 
last Halloween of the 
millennium in the gay 
mecca. The unofficial 
party in the Castro is a 
big draw for the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community every 
year, with thousands of 
people dressed up in cos¬ 
tume, as shown. The 
crowd, estimated at 
250,000, also included 
many straight people. 
There were few reported 
incidents at the event, 
and gate donations raised 
about $15,000 for the 
No on Knight Campaign.

Recent y ean f^fibij£y§PGh conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 
1,000 patieni^aTOC&ifirmed i^s'ufSmjrt^r^mer stuly The group of patientsdeceiving Gflli^lVAN along with 3TC 
and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and AIDS-deiining illnesses over those faking 3TC and AZT alone. This 
reduction was significant enough for the NIH to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could 
benefit from the findings.

8 CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular. Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney 
stones. For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses 
of water each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related 
medications you should not take with CRIXIVAN. Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with 
your doctor. As with other protease inhibitors, changes in body fat, increased bleeding in some patients with 
hemophilia and increased blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Additionally severe muscle pain 
and weakness have occurred in patients also taking cholesterol lowering medicines called “statins". Please read the 
following page for detailed information on side effects and dosing.

Generic name: indinavir (in-DIH-nuh-veer) sulfate 


Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not 
take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a 
doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type 
of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
“viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, 
ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about 
how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, 
right from the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or 
take "drug holidays”. If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be redOced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regu¬ 
larly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose 
immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less 
than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or norv 
fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before 
or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light 
meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with sjdrn or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
com flakes with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and pro¬ 
tein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen 
its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough flu¬ 
ids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor 
or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back 
pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVA N cur e HIV o r AIDS ? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other 
conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care 
of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in 
all patients^ 

Does C RIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know 
how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription 
medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, RIFATER®, 
or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) ORTHO-NOVUM1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both 
the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) -If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR®(delavirdine)-lf you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRPTOR? your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)- If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)— If you take CRIXIVAN with SUST1VA ,M , your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN ? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not 
rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this 
led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. 
Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce 
the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine., 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic ane¬ 
mia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. 
In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled 
blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some 
patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 
In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called "statins.” Call your doc¬ 
tor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may 
include increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around 
the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects 
of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% 
of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occa¬ 
sions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, 
back pain, headache, trouble steeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, 
dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes; abdominal swelling; indigestion; inflammation 
of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; 
itching; hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails 
with or without infection; crystals in the urine; painful urination; 
and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

How sh ould I s tore CRIXIVAN capsules? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN 
and all medicines out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact 
your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 

This leaflet provides a summary of information about CRIXIVAN. If you have any questions or concerns about either CRIXIVAN or HIV, talk to your doctor.

coordinator of the task force. “I’ve 
also seen lots [of people] dragged 
off the dance floor.” 

But while there was disagree¬ 
ment about the dangers and bene¬ 
fits of GHB used alone, there was 
unanimity among the experts on at 
least one point: GHB mixed with 
alcohol or other drugs can kill. 

When combined with alcohol, 
tranquilizers, and other central ner¬ 
vous system depressants, including 
benzodiazapenes such as Xanax, 
Valium, Librium, ativan, rohypnol, 
and halcion, the drug can cause 
seizures, comas, and death. 

GHB can also be harmful when 
taken with anti-anxiety medica¬ 
tions, as well as over-the-counter 
cold medicines, such as Robitussin. 

Mixing GHB with other “party” 
or designer drugs, such as “K” (ke¬ 
tamine) or “E” (ecstasy), can also 
be dangerous. GHB often causes 
nausea and vomiting, particularly 
when used with K. And when com¬ 
bined with E, which varies widely 
in its content, GHB can be even 
more dangerous due to impurities 
often found in ecstasy. 

“The experience can be life- 
threatening,” said Jo Ellen Dyer, a 
toxicology expert with the Califor¬ 
nia Poison Control System at San 
Francisco General Hospital. Dyer 
believes that GHB is an addictive 
drug that can kill even when used 
alone. “People who choose to take 
the risk should understand the 
risks, which are unfortunately 
being downplayed by those who 
are selling it.” 

First synthesized in the 1960s, 
the drug has become increasingly 
popular among both gay and 
straight people. The sedative-like 
drug acts upon the brain’s chem¬ 
istry as a mood-enhancer. 

Banned in 1990 by the Food and 
Drug Administration, GHB was 
previously sold in health food stores 
as a sedative, a growth hormone 
stimulant, and for weight reduction. 


It is a felony to manufacture GHB 
or transport it across state lines. 

Do-it-yourself kits 

G is sought for its euphoric ef¬ 
fects, and is sometimes compared 
to alcohol or ecstasy. 

Most popular at Bay Area late- 
night dance clubs, raves, and circuit 
parties, GHB and its ingredients, a 
paint solvent and lye, are easily ob¬ 
tained over the Internet, along with 
recipes and even kits to make it. 

Usually purchased ready-made, 
concentrations vary widely, mak¬ 
ing it almost impossible to guess 
the appropriate dose, often mea¬ 
sured out in small capfuls. And as 
with many drugs, different people 
have widely varying reactions to 
the drug, often depending on their 
weight and other factors. 

All these factors make determin¬ 
ing a safe dose almost impossible. 

Most users are under 30; many 
are teenagers. 

GHB is frequently sold as a 
clear water-like liquid in small 
bottles, with eight ounces cur¬ 
rently going for about $70 - ac¬ 
cording to Dyer, a 1,400 percent 
mark-up. 

Often, people use it in cars and 
alleyways outside South of Mar¬ 
ket gay dance clubs, which have 
tightened security in response to 
increased police scrutiny. 

G-mobiles, space stations 

Several people testified at 
Leno’s hearing about their efforts 
to educate the gay community 
about the hazards of the drug. 
Carrington, a founder of Harmo¬ 
ny, a community-based group of 
gay men, complained to the su¬ 
pervisors that his group has had 
difficulty distributing their 
brochures about GHB at San 
Francisco dance clubs due to con¬ 
cerns from club promoters that 
they would appear to be condon¬ 
ing the drug’s use. 

The October issue of Details 
magazine named “G-Mobile” 
their hot word of the month, re¬ 
ferring to ambulances frequently 


seen carrying “club happy dancers 
who overdose on GHB” to San 
Francisco hospitals. 

But two groups testifying at 
last week’s hearing, DanceSafe 
and Rock Medicine of the Haight 
Ashbury Free Clinic, said that it is 
often not necessary to send peo¬ 
ple experiencing an overdose 
from GHB alone to an expensive 
emergency room visit. The two 
groups provide peer education, 
training for club security person¬ 
nel, as well as emergency first aid 
at Bay Area dance clubs and raves, 
usually at the request of promot¬ 
ers. Often, they said, careful mon¬ 
itoring of the overdose victim, 
laying them on their side and 
making sure they are breathing 
properly, is sufficient until they 
sleep it off. 

Glenn “Raz” Raswyck of Rock 
Medicine said that his group’s 
“space station,” set up at raves for 
the treatment of overdoses from 
GHB and other drugs, usually 
handles these cases on site, with¬ 
out calling 911. Like most other 
experts testifying at the hearing, 
his greatest concern is with the 
lack of knowledge among club¬ 
bers who mix GHB with alcohol 
or other drugs. 

DanceSafe’s Emanuel Sferios 
said that his group often sees 
overdoses at dance parties result¬ 
ing from ecstasy adulterated with 
toxins, which is particularly haz¬ 
ardous when combined with 
GHB. DanceSafe sets up booths at 
parties to test for impurities in ec¬ 
stasy; the test kit and other infor¬ 
mation is available on their web¬ 
site, www.harmreduction.net. 

Going down, or crashing 

One local gay man told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he’s never had 
any ill effects from taking GHB, 
although he’s seen other friends 
“crash” after using too much, or 
mixing it with other drugs. 

The 28-year-old San Francisco 
resident, who requested anonymi¬ 
ty, recounted a friend’s recent ex¬ 
perience after taking a few caps of 


G at a local dance club. “His eyes 
were rolling back in his head. He 
wasn’t responding to anything, 
and we got him to walk outside 
the club. He was spouting gibber¬ 
ish and just wasn’t making sense.” 

Once outside, his friend began 
“vomiting violently.” He drove him 
home, where the young man slept 
a short while before vomiting 
again, still incoherent. “He thought 
I was his ex-boyfriend. He slept for 
a few hours, then he was fine, and 
went back out to the club.” 

Last month, his friend, 23, ex¬ 
perimented with GHB again. This 
time, he wasn’t so lucky. 

He reportedly had taken sever¬ 
al caps of G, with two hits of ecsta¬ 
sy and “a lot” of cocaine, chasing 
the mix with his anti-viral medica¬ 
tions for HIV. Found by another 
friend in the early morning hours 
in a semi-conscious state, the 
human test tube was taken to a 
hospital emergency room, where 
he was in a coma for over 24 hours. 
He remained in intensive care for 
nearly a week with severe stomach 
pains, attributed to massive de¬ 
struction of his stomach lining. 

Despite these and similar ob¬ 
servations, his 28-year-old friend 
plans to continue using G, al¬ 
though with greater caution. 

“I do like it,” he told the B.A.R. 
“It’s just fun to hang out and talk 
and socialize with it. It also makes 
me extremely horny.” 

Leno said he supports the 
work of the Rave/Club Drug Task 
Force, which advocates harm re¬ 
duction, or teaching people how 
to use the drug as safely as possi¬ 
ble through peer education. ▼

T he Ad Hoc Committee for 
an Open Process, which 
sprang up in response to is¬ 
sues concerning the planned Mil¬ 
lennium March on Washington 
(MMOW), will hold a national 
community forum next Friday, 
November 12, that coincides with 
the Creating Change conference 
in Oakland. The meeting is being 
held to discuss the state of the na¬ 
tional lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) movement. 

The Ad Hoc Committee was 
created in response to what mem¬ 
bers saw as a closed and exclusive 
planning process for the April 
2000 march. Plans for the march 
were initiated by the Human 
Rights Campaign and the Univer¬ 
sal Fellowship of Metropolitan 
Community Churches, working 
with producer Robin Tyler. A na¬ 
tional board of directors was later 
put into place composed of repre¬ 
sentatives of several groups. 

Last month, the board restruc¬ 
tured the MMOW organization, 
putting in place a new executive 
director, Malcolm Lazin. Soon 
after, the Ad Hoc Committee is¬ 
sued an open letter asking that 
organizers postpone the march to 
allow for more discussion. The 
letter stated, in part, “The prob¬ 
lems of the Millennium March go 
far beyond individuals and result 
from trying to build a national 


event on an unsound foundation. 
The MMOW’s problems reflect a 
broader crisis of direction and 
definition that our movement 
must now confront: how are 
community decisions made and 
who makes them; who has access 
and who doesn’t; who has visibil¬ 
ity and who doesn’t; and what is 
the relationship between money, 
control and power?” 

According to the Ad Hoc

P robably the most exciting 
news in the HIV treatment 
field is the prospect of a 
new category of antivirals based 
on HIV’s entry into cells. The first 
therapy of this type in clinical tri¬ 
als is the Trimeris/Roche drug T- 
20. Like the advent of protease in¬ 
hibitors, T-20 is ushering in a new 
way to stop HIV, this time be¬ 
fore it infects uninfected 
cells. Early trial results 
indicate that this ap- ( 
proach may provide an 
answer to controlling the 
virus in individuals who 
are already resistant to the 
three existing classes of 
drugs, those who the 
so-called “potent 
cocktail” has failed. 

The three approved 
classes are the reverse-transcrip¬ 
tase inhibitors NRTI (like AZT), 
ddl and Abacavir, non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors 
(NNRTI) like Sustiva, Delavirdine 
and Nevirapine, and protease in¬ 
hibitors (PI), Indinavir, Ritonavir, 
Saquinavir, Nelfinavir, and Am- 
prenavir. 

T-20 was developed originally 
as a mirror image of part of gp41 
on the virus envelope in hopes 
that it would stimulate an im¬ 
mune response as a vaccine, but it 
didn’t work for that. Almost acci¬ 
dentally some was put in with 
HIV at Duke University laborato¬ 
ry where it was developed and 


surprisingly showed activity 
against the virus. Unfortunately it 
is a peptide, which is a string of 
amino acids too large to be taken 
as an oral drug without being bro¬ 
ken up by the digestive system. All 
ingestable drugs (pills and liq¬ 
uids) are smaller molecules; larg¬ 
er molecules like these must be 
delivered intravenously (directly 
into a vein) or by injection into 
muscle or below the skin. 

So, in its first trials of T-20, 
Trimeris, the company that was 
created to develop it, 
looked at a variety of 
delivery mechanisms: 
intravenous delivered 
periodically or by a 
wearable pump and 
injected beneath the 
skin (subcutaneous¬ 
ly). Earlier this year 
it was reported that 
the subcutaneous 
method was as good 
or better than the others were, and 
more convenient with fewer com¬ 
plications, so the company is mov¬ 
ing forward with that approach. 

‘Late-breaker’ talk 

Dr. Jay Lalezari at Quest Clini¬ 
cal Research in San Francisco is 
the principal investigator for the 
current study at about 10 sites, in¬ 
cluding his and another site in 
San Francisco, ViRx. He gave a 
very exciting “late-breaker” talk at

ing other therapies, titled “Sixteen 
Week Analysis of Heavily Pre¬ 
treated Patients Receiving T-20 as 
a Component of Multi-Drug Sal¬ 
vage Therapy.” 

This study was actually the 
rollover for individuals who had 
been in earlier, short-term T-20 
monotherapy studies, the ones 
testing various delivery methods. 
Participants were allowed to take 
any individualized antiretrovirals 
based on their history and resis¬ 
tance pattern. In addition, they 
self-injected 50 mg of T-20 twice 
daily. Of 71 participants, 62 had 
reached the 16-week evaluation 
point at the time of the confer¬ 
ence and nine had left the study, 
leaving 55 evaluable patients. All 
were protease inhibitor experi¬ 
enced and 93 percent had taken 
all three classes of drugs, with an 
average of 70 CD4 cells and viral 
load of almost 100,000 (4.9 log). 
All had resistance mutations to 
nucleosides and protease in¬ 
hibitors, and 55 percent were doc¬ 
umented to be resistant to all 
three approved classes of drugs. 

With minimal side effects (4 
percent possibly related to T-20, 
with mild-to-moderate injection 
site reaction in 66 percent but 
only three voluntary withdrawals) 
the following very impressive re¬ 
sults were measured. About 60 
percent of all treated individuals, 
and more than 50 percent of the 
triple resistance patients had 
more than a log reduction in viral 
load, more than 30 percent went 
down to less than 400 copies, and 
10-20 percent became unde¬ 
tectable. This result is unprece¬ 
dented with other existing thera¬ 
pies in heavily treated multiply- 
resistant patients. Furthermore, 
that benefit was shown to be in¬ 
dependent of baseline viral load 
or the number of other antivirals 
taken (up to 10). 

In an interview, Lalezari made 
the following points. These study 
participants were the hardest-of- 
the-hard to treat. All were pro¬ 
gressing in spite of their use of 
multiple antivirals. He has no 
doubt that this will be the next 
major advance in HIV treatment. 
The only complications will be the 
difficulty of producing this drug 
and people’s willingness to inject 
it with some local reaction. This 
means that its primary use will al¬ 
most certainly be in advanced 
drug-experienced patients and 
that the company will need time 
to figure out how to manufacture 
the drug in sufficient quantities. 

No placebo... yet 

The current study compares 
multiple doses of T-20 (50, 75, or 
100 mg) given with a fixed com¬ 
bination of newly approved back¬ 
up drugs, from each other class: 
Abacavir (NRTI), 

Amprenavir/Norvir (Pis), and 
Sustiva (NNRTI). One difficulty

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections of other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease: 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

It you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC): you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, dal) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

During the late eighties, he worked 
on the National Budget and managed 
funding for the National Endowment 
for the Arts, Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices, and the Department of Com¬ 
merce. He moved to the Bay Area in 
1995 from Washington, D.C. to be clos¬ 
er to friends. 

Rob enjoyed computers, cars, bicy¬ 
cling and gourmet cooking. He delight¬ 
ed in dark humor, old movies, cham¬ 
pagne and his many close friends and 
family. He was very generous and made 
regular contributions to the SPCA, PBS 
Radio and TV, and several AIDS sup¬ 
port organizations. Every Spring he 
would volunteer his weekends to assist 
seniors and low-income residents pre¬ 
pare their income tax forms. He was a 
genuine teddy bear of a man who loved 
to hug people to make everything all 
right. 

Survivors include his lover of nearly 
24 years, Kent Jones; his mother Hilda 
and brother Tim of Camillus, New York;

A 1962 graduate in philosophy from 
Princeton, a Root-Tilden Scholar in law 
at NYU before leaving to join CORE, 
SNCC and COFO as a trainer and orga¬ 
nizer, Hunter was on the cutting edge of 
the civil rights movement in the South 
for 10 years. He moved to San Francisco 
in 1972, earned an MSW degree from 
SF State, and spent the last 27 years 
writing, educating and counseling in 
human service work. 

He was chief researcher and writer 
of Demystifying Homosexuality: A 
Teaching Guide, for the Human Rights 
Foundation, used in the SF school sys¬ 
tem. Most recently, he coordinated 70 
volunteers on a national hotline for 
HIV with Project Inform. In addition, 
Julian Bond appointed him to the 
NAACP’s National Health Committee 
to develop effective strategies against 
AIDS. He is survived by his sister Mari¬ 
on E. (Betsy) Morey of NYC, several 
cousins of the Hunter clan, five nieces, 
one nephew and many friends.

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dine) so that the drug can be test¬ 
ed with a second new class of 
drug. There is no placebo, but for 
comparison purposes one quarter 
of participants will only receive T- 
20 after eight weeks of backup 
therapy if they do not have an ad¬ 
equate antiviral response. Initially 
there was a viral load limit but 
that has recently been removed. 

This is a good study for indi¬ 
viduals who have not had a 
durable response from other ther¬ 
apies, as the next larger set of tri¬ 
als set to begin in the first quarter 
of next year may have to have a 
placebo arm. The company and 
investigators are adamant that 
there cannot be a compassionate 
use or expanded access program 


because of the production diffi¬ 
culties, and in fact that there are 
yield problems that have to be re¬ 
solved before they can even make 
enough drug for the next FDA li¬ 
censing studies. Information 
about the present studies, which 
will determine the optimal dose of 
T-20 and its longer term effects, 
are given in the action box below. 

Meanwhile, Trimeris has ac¬ 
complished some important sci¬ 
entific goals. They have proven 
that fusion drugs will work, and 
they are working on a second pep¬ 
tide for T-20 non-responders. A 
structural biology group at MIT 
recently identified another site for 
fusion inhibition and is making 
that information available on a 
non-exclusive licensing basis to 
any company that wants to try to 
design small molecules to make 
oral drugs. Though that is proba¬ 


bly years down the road, it is how 
the protease inhibitors were de¬ 
veloped. T-20 also proves that you 
can use a peptide for treatment of 
HIV, which has only been used for 
insulin to treat diabetes and calci¬ 
tonin, a hormone for bone disor¬ 
ders. Trimeris has also been ex¬ 
ceedingly fair and open in the de¬ 
sign of their trials and their open¬ 
ness to activist input. 

The company recently set up a 
50/50 partnership with the multi¬ 
national pharmaceutical, Roche, 
which has experience manufac¬ 
turing peptides and financial re¬ 
sources to move this drug and this 
concept ahead rapidly. This ap¬ 
proach looks like really good news 
for those survivors who have been 
infected long enough to have 
worn out their antiviral welcome 
and for a new way to slow the 
virus in its tracks. ▼

her gender identity. 

“It works both ways,” said 
Minter. 

In recognizing that gender 
identity is a social issue, according 
to IGLHRC’s Levy, Colombia also 
set a precedent in establishing that 
sometimes, parents don’t always 


know best. 

“What is really key is that the 
court recognized that by making 
these decisions, parents were actu¬ 
ally discriminating against their 
children,” said Levy. “Normally 
parents get the last word, but now 
we have acknowledgment that 
there are circumstances where 
parents are so foreign to their kid’s 
experience that they cannot act in 
the best interest of the child.” 


NCLR’s Minter said that 
Colombia’s decision could go a 
long way toward changing discrim¬ 
ination around gender identity. 

“Legal decisions don’t create 
social attitudes,” he said, “but they 
certainly influence them.” T

15th Annual 
Film Arts

W ith the number of Bay 
Area film festivals ap¬ 
proaching the vainglori¬ 
ous, it isn’t always easy to know which 
ones are worth the time and money. 
There are of course those twin 800- 
pound gorillas, the SF International 
and the SF International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Fest, along with a few slight¬ 
ly smaller but still weighty species, 
such as Mill Valley. A staggering num¬ 
ber of niche fests — Latino, Jewish, 
Asian-American, African-American, 
bisexual, tranny, et al. — happily fill 
in any holes that may have been left 
by their more bloated counterparts. 

That said, the Film Arts Festival de¬ 
serves special notice as the preeminent 
regional indie showcase in what’s gen¬ 
erally considered the richest area for 
indie film in the country. This year’s 
events take up six days, occupy several 
venues (including the Roxie, the Victo¬ 
ria, the Castro, and the California 
Palace of the Legion of Honor), and in¬ 
clude 85 films of varying lengths, styles, 
genres, and formats. For many ob¬ 
servers, the shorts, which have little 
hope of finding commercial venues, are 
the draw, and this year’s FAF has the 
usual hodgepodge of the experimental, 
the impressionistic, and the confes¬ 
sional, which tend to be more remark¬ 
able for effort than for execution.

chanted us at Zellerbach Hall last 
week with her Songs and Stories 
from Moby Dick, just the type of 
mesmerizing multimedia specta¬ 
cle we’ve come to expect from her. 
The show made us realize just how 
deeply ingrained Herman 
Melville’s great novel is in Amer¬ 
ican culture. So we went to Moby 
Dick’s on 18th St., had a Cape 
Codder, watched the fish 
and mulled it over. We 
started daydreaming of 
Queequeg and Ish- 
mael in bed together, 
a famous scene An¬ 
derson says she wanted 
to get in her piece but 
didn’t have room for. 
Melville was “that way,” 
like Nathaniel 
Hawthorne and 
Walt Whitman 
and so many other 
literary giants they don’t tell you 
about in school. 

When we were in school, the 
Graduate English department at 
Stanford held a yearly event in 
which volunteers read a chapter of 
Moby-Dick (yes, there’s a hyphen) 
all night long until they reached 
The End. A new novel, Ahab’s 
Wife or The Star-Gazer by Sena 
Jeter Naslund (Morrow), retells 
the story of the mad whaling cap¬ 
tain from his long-suffering 
spouse’s point of view. Melville 
probably wouldn’t have cared for 
this, as the cast of his fiction was 
mostly male; but who cares, he’s 
dead. 

Meanwhile, his great novel has 
infiltrated the Zeitgeist in all sorts 
of zesty ways. Electronic music 
wonder Moby is reportedly an 
apple off the Melville family tree, 
and we’ve been enjoying his new 
Play CD at the office. And, as a let¬ 
ter to the editor in the NY Times 
pointed out last week, “Every time 
you buy a cup of coffee at Star- 
bucks [please don’t], you are 
being overcharged by Ahab’s first 
mate.” 

Ultimately, we had to go home 
and pluck our copy of Moby-Dick 
or, The Whale from the dusty 
bookshelves. We are deeply at¬ 
tached to our edition (University 
of California Press), which is filled 
with ink drawings of various 
whaling tools and different vari¬ 
eties of whales. There is even an il¬ 
lustration of a whale’s penis on 
page 430, but no assurance that it 
is the actual appendage of the 
Moby-Dick.

as possible and became a frequent 
visitor in Vincent’s dressing room. 
A year later, she took Hollywood 
by storm as Lauren Bacall in To 
Have and Have Not.” 

Not mentioned in the book’s 
publicity materials are the rumors 
of bisexuality that swirled around 
Vincent’s wife Coral Browne, 
which, we learn, “mostly derived 
from her appearance in the 1969 
film The Killing of Sister George, in 
which she played a broadcasting 
executive who forms a liaison with 
a very young Susannah York. In 
the film, she made love to York on 
screen, a scene both actresses 
found highly uncomfortable to 
shoot. One critic wrote, ‘Miss 
Browne was seen grimly twiddling 
the naked chest of Susannah York, 
as though trying to find Radio 
Three.’”

Davis, Lillian Gish and Ann 
Sothern in the 1987 Whales of Au¬ 
gust. That joke writes itself, we’re 
back to whaling, and we’re going 
home to curl up with a harpoon 
and our copy of Moby-Dick. T

im Miller doesn’t mince 

i words. “We’re fucked here,” 

m the performance artist said 
of his future in America with his 
Australian lover. “This is an out¬ 
law nation. Literally, America 
could not be part of the European 
Community because of our viola¬ 
tions of lesbian and gay human 
rights.” 

As Alistair McCartney’s last- 
ditch student visa is about to ex¬ 
pire, Miller doesn’t have the op¬ 
tion to marry his companion of 
five years to secure his legal resi¬ 
dency in the United States. To stay 
together, they would have to move 
to England, where McCartney 
holds a dual citizenship with Aus¬ 
tralia. 

“It’s actually pretty horrible,” 
Miller said recently from his 
home in Venice, Calif. “I 
literally wake up in the 
middle of the night 
worrying about it.” 

Miller has found an 
outlet for his fears, frus¬ 
trations, and anger: 

Glory Box, his latest per¬ 
formance piece opening 
this week at the 
New Conservatory 
Theatre Center. Past 
Miller perfor¬ 
mances at NCTC have include 
Shirts and Skin and My Queer 
Body. 

“This one feels so urgent for 
me,” Miller said. “I did it for the 
first time a couple of weeks ago in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, of all places, 
and I had the strongest response 
of any piece I’ve ever done.” 

In Glory Box, the Australian 
term for hope chest, Miller creates 
a “nightmare fantasy” version of 
what he and his boyfriend are 
going through, and into that he 
weaves “memories of how queer 
people are acculturated through 
childhood to not'see our relation¬ 
ships as valuable.” 

Immigration dilemmas for the 
partners of American gays and 
lesbians are not a widely shared 
experience, and Miller sees his 
piece both as a wake-up call for 
queer people and as a metaphor 
for the ways homophobia is 
spread throughout our culture. 

“Because of the Knight Initia¬ 
tive, it’s going to be a rocky six 
months in California, so it’s where 
I want to be doing this piece now,” 
he said. 

Miller headed to Iowa to try it

out “because I would be very ner¬ 
vous about premiering a new 
show in San Francisco, where 
there is a very smart audience that 
sees tons of stuff.” 

In Iowa, where the 
audience was predomi¬ 
nantly straight, he still 
felt he made a connec¬ 
tion. “I really stick it to 
straight people, poking 
them more than in any 
piece I’ve done, and 
they’d come up to 
me in tears, saying, 
‘I had no idea.’” 

In some ways, 
Miller and McCartney’s experi¬ 
ences have intensified their rela¬ 
tionship. “Because our relation¬ 
ship feels so under attack,” he said, 
“it feels pretty crucial to keep our 
focus on each other. I was such a 
hog for so many years that I’m 
finding it very grounding to be in¬ 
timate with just one person.” 

But had the relationship not 
already been a strong one, Miller 
doubts it could have survived the 
complications it requires. 

“People say, ‘Why don’t you 
just go get an American 
boyfriend?’ And I don’t know 
quite what to say to that.” 

Glory Box will open with a 
benefit performance Nov. 4 for 
the Lesbian and Gay Immigration 
Rights Task Force. Call 861-8972.

ACT's ' Wrong Mountain' at the Geary

ascent was followed by an equally 
abrupt descent. Despite a collec¬ 
tion of high-profile supporters, 
Hirson’s variation on Moliere was 
damned by The New York Times 
and soon closed. 

In Wrong Mountain, an elitist 
poet argues that by its very nature, 
playwriting cannot achieve the 
status of art. The more it tries to, 
the closer it comes to prostitution. 
Better it should just be crap, he 
says. 

The poet, who incidentally has 
a 40-pound parasitic worm gnaw¬ 
ing at his insides, decides to prove 
his point by writing a play that he 
knows to be contemptible and to 
get it produced. When a theater 
company offers to stage it, he’s 
horrified to discover that it’s a 
rinky-dink operation populated 
with the kinds of people he de¬ 
spises. His uneasy transformation 
into one of those people provides 
the drama of Wrong Mountain. 

Hirson is a bright, articulate 
writer, and though prone to repe¬ 
tition, his characters duel with an 
intellect usually reserved for a 
Tom Stoppard play. But, unlike 
the poet, Hirson is willing to leav¬ 
en the sober side with generous 
helpings of comic relief. 

Play within a play 

Most of those take place 
among the earnest, hapless little 
troupe that is staging the poet’s 
play. Daniel Davis hilariously 
plays the elaborately affected 
artistic director, who dubiously 
claims to have known Olivier and 


is forever misquoting the literary 
greats. 

Davis nearly steals the show, 
but Ron Rifkin, as the poet, is a 
compelling, almost frightening 
figure, even when silent and still. 
It’s an intense, wiry performance 
in a role that grows into an enig¬ 
ma by play’s end. 

As a commercially successful 
playwright courting the poet’s ex- 
wife, Larry Pine was still closing in 
on his role on opening night, 
though the ingredients are there. 
Beth Dixon, liana Levine, and 
Bruce Norris play his pompously 
prattling family effectively, 
though Reg Flowers stumbles as 
his son-in-law and again as one of 
the players presenting his play. 

But the other eager actors are 
well played by Tom Riis Farrell, 
Jody Gelb, and Anne Dudek, while 
Daniel Jenkins is particularly ef¬ 
fective as a soft-spoken aspiring 
playwright who manages to punc¬ 
ture the poet’s over-inflated ego. 

Richard Jones, who directed 
Hirson’s La Bete before winning a 
Tony for the musical Titanic, mas¬ 
terfully juggles the playwright’s 
unpredictable shifts in style and 
tone. As for the play itself, its ideas 
feel unjelled, its characters a mass 
of contradictions, and its message 
confusing. And that may be just 
the way the playwright wants it. ▼

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J|| s the central character in 
il Wrong Mountain began his 
mm rant against middle-brow, 
middle-class theater audiences, 
the ACT first-nighters reacted 
with laughter. But as the thought¬ 
ful assault continued, the laughs 
became titters before becoming 
silence. There was relieved ap¬ 
plause when another character of¬ 
fered a modest but effective retort 
to the bourgeoisie bashings. 
Maybe the playwright doesn’t re¬ 
ally despise us after all. 

Actually, based on this new 
play, it’s impossible to know ex¬ 
actly what playwright David Hir¬ 
son despises or exalts. Hirson has 
said the ambiguity is intentional, 
and a character in his play even 
calls it admirable. The audience 
may end up confused, but it’s 
hard not to stay glued to the rush 
of bracing word play as you try to 
find a handle. 

Though part of ACT’s season, 
Wrong Mountain is actually a 
Broadway production using the 
Geary Theatre for an out-of-town 
tryout. For Hirson, this will be his 
second trip to Broadway, and his 
new play is a clearly a reaction to 
his first. 

A decade ago, the unknown 
Hirson sent a copy of his play La 
Bete to a producer he had only 
seen on a talk show, who then 
promptly presented it on Broad¬ 
way. This uncommonly sudden 
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the limitations of the form. In the 
Crackpots show (Fri., Nov. 5, 8 
p.m., Roxie), devoted to various 
kinds of eccentricity, local queer 
activist Tom E. Brown weighs in 
with Das Clown, a 9-minute 
melodrama about a Chucky-like 
clown doll named Sparkles who 
kills a shopkeeper and marries a 
man. The visuals are clever, taking 
advantage of budget limitations 
by using still photos with a 
voiceover, and some of the effects 
are amusing. But the idea of a 
killer doll has been worked to the 
tits, and Brown would be well ad¬ 
vised to return to the comic ab¬ 
surdist style of his wonderful Run 
Johnny Run. Also on this show is 
Jennifer M. Gentiles Life History 
of a Star, 13 minutes of bad acting 
and dull jokes. The lesbian deus ex 
machina ending cant redeem this 
pretentious bit of fluff. 

In the Love Sick show (Sat., 
Nov. 6, 7 p.m., Roxie), things im¬ 
prove somewhat with Pump, Abi¬ 
gail Severance’s story of dykes in 
romantic distress. The acting is 
amateurish, but there are com¬ 
pensating touches. It’s about time 
somebody cinematically immor¬ 
talized those little candy hearts 
you get at Valentine’s Day that say 
things like “You Are Mine” and “I 
Have a Headache.” Here they do a 
little animated dance to a spright¬ 
ly bluegrass tune. Also in this pro¬ 
gram is Sunday Afternoon, a trifle 
in which two gay men break up 
talking in “label-language” dia¬ 
logue like “probing question” and 
“obligatory comment about the 
weather.” This kind of thing plays 
better at parties or as the private 
lingo of lovers; onscreen it comes 
off as strained and fake-clever. 

Doc action 

More enticing, and truly ex¬ 
emplary of the vibrancy of the 
indie scene here, are the docu¬ 
mentaries, which cover a wide 
ground: the music of Paul Bowles, 
combat artists of World War II, 
aging surfers, and a visit to Cuba 
by one of its deposed millionaires. 

Bowles is an enigmatic, unpre¬ 
dictable figure equally notable as 
writer and composer. In the most 
recent documentary about him, 
Let It Come Down, his fellow gay 
artiste William Burroughs com¬ 
plained about Bowles’s reluctance 
to “tell all,” and Night Waltz: The 
Music of Paul Bowles (Sun., Nov. 
7,6 p.m., Roxie), would have been 
even less pleasing to Burroughs 
on this basis. Filmmaker Owsley 
Brown compensates for Bowles’s 
reticence by letting the music and 
the imagery speak. He mixes in¬ 
terviews with a generous sam¬ 
pling of the music, which is fore¬ 
grounded by painterly shots of 
the Tangiers streets where Bowles 
has lived for decades, historical 
footage of 1930s New York, and all 
manner of artful imagery that 
nicely counterpoints the whimsi¬ 
cal, very modern music from the 
’30s and ’40s. Of course, it’s not all 
so oblique. A scene of the 89-year- 
old former student of Aaron Cop¬ 
land and Erik Satie being sere¬ 
naded (and kissed) by a hunky 
young Arab man speaks volumes 
about Bowles’s exotically self-cre¬ 
ated life. 

The title of Brian Lanker, Bon¬ 
nie Cohen, and Nicole Newn- 
ham’s They Drew Fire (Thurs., 
Nov. 4,6 p.m., Roxie) can be taken 
literally. It looks in depth at a lit¬ 
tle-known group of World War II 
“combat artists” (also soldiers) 
who interpreted not just the fire 
but the blood, chaos, and general 
horror of the war. In one of the 
more bizarre acts of artistic pa¬ 
tronage, American generals insist¬ 
ed that these men (and a few

women) be sent to the front lines 
to record that war in images that, 
published in magazines and 
newspapers and posters, could 
boost morale back in America. 
The art shown — a small sample 
of the more than 12,000 works 
created — runs the gamut from 
striking pen-and-ink works to 


devastating full-blown canvases 
that rival Goya. Just as evocative 
are the vivid memories of the cre¬ 
ators; one artist recalls drawing 
the execution of three captured 
German soldiers, an event 
“burned into my being.” The film 
shows the previously censored 
drawing and actual footage of this 
event; like the art it showcases, 
They Drew Fire has a wrenching 
immediacy. 

Surf’s up 

On a happier note is Surfing for 
Life (Sun., Nov. 7, 8 p.m., Roxie), 
David L. Brown’s enchanting re¬ 
pudiation of the idea that all 
surfers are brainless bleached- 
blondes in their twenties. Mixing 
interviews with historical and re¬ 
cent footage of catching (and 
sometimes being trounced by) 
killer waves, the film is both a 
painless history of surfing and a 
charming insider tour of a com¬ 
munity of older board-busters 
(ages 59 to 93). Any excuse to hear 
surf and Hawaiian music is always 
welcome, but the film’s subjects 
make it much more intriguing. 
Legendary talents like Rabbit 
Kekai, Woody Brown (88), and 
Doc Ball (93) — all still active — 
have an unabashed, obsessive pas¬ 
sion for the sport, and their en¬ 


thusiasm is contagious. The 
lessons here are community, chal¬ 
lenge, expansiveness, fun, and 
even activism, the latter an unex¬ 
pected development that comes 
when Woody Brown’s experience 
at Pearl Harbor inspires him to 
start an anti-nuke group — 1 a log¬ 
ical outgrowth of his outrage at 
seeing “young people like us, who 
didn’t know each other, and had 
no grievances against each other, 
killing each other.” The film is also 
well-rounded in including exten¬ 
sive interviews and footage of fe¬ 
male surfers, who were right there 
alongside the men virtually from 
the beginning. 

Our House in Havana is subti¬ 
tled “a work in progress,” and for 
good reason — its subject, a for¬ 
mer millionaire in Batista’s Cuba 
who lost everything during the 
revolution, is a woman in flux. Sil¬ 
via Morini was part of Batista’s 
small leisure class, enjoying 
Cuba’s pure white beaches, after¬ 
noon canasta games, and high tea, 
all made possible by corrupt US 
corporate and criminal influ¬ 
ences, and by the exploitation of 
vast segments of the Cuban work¬ 
ing class. In Our House in Havana 
(Sun., Nov. 7,4 p.m., Palace of the 
Legion of Honor), Morini, who’s 
done quite well in the past four 


decades judging from her sum¬ 
mer home in Virginia and her 
mansion in Washington, DC, 
takes the painful step of revisiting 
Cuba for the first time. Some of 
what happens is predictable and 
unsettling — Morini’s subtle up¬ 
braiding of those who now live in 
what was once her beach house, 
her endless casual reminders that 
her home and heritage were 
“stolen” from her. What’s less pre¬ 
dictable is how this probable 
right-winger becomes unhinged 
by her post-trip inability to rec¬ 
oncile the contradictions between 
her interest in the Cuban people 
(particularly peasants she met) 
and the brutal, senseless US 
blockade. Filmmaker Stephen 
Olsson has chosen a powerful 
subject in Morini (and her starry- 
eyed son, who photographs polo 
games to remind him of his lost 
status). Her self-resurrection as an 
anti-blockade activist is rendered 
with a pathos that approaches the 
poetic, and Olsson’s subtle record 
of it typifies the best of the fest. ▼

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All-boy parties and gender blend 

Homoerotic undertones in three current films

T he great American ballerina 
Nora Kaye, asked why she 
always perished in modern 
dance dramas, answered:“Its true 
I die, but at least I get to have sex 
first.” In a like manner, portrayals 
of gay culture in mainstream 
movies traditionally have fol¬ 
lowed Miss Kaye’s formula: Have 
same-gender sex, but pay for it 
later. 

Yet recently I have seen three 
mainstream movies that share a 
live-and-let-live nonchalance 
about sexual preference that is as 
refreshing as an Altoid douche. 
Not actually knowing the prefer¬ 
ences of the directors, writers and 
actors of Three Kings, Fight Club 
and Being John Malkovich makes 
it easier to observe that, whatever 
else these films may be about, they 
have a similar loosey-goosey atti¬ 
tude toward who is lusting after 
whom and for what reasons. 

Make no mistake, none of the 
three has a whiff of “tolerance,” 
that ugly concept that assumes a 
superior person should allow an 
“inferior” one to do his own thing 
without blowing him away. These 
movies actually act as though 
men loving men and women lov¬ 
ing women are part of the land¬ 
scape (aren’t they?) and do not 
need to be judged, tolerated or 
even commented upon. 

Start with Three Kings by indie 
director David O. Russell, who 
gave us the subversive incest com¬ 
edy Spanking the Monkey. His 
big-budget Three Kings is a surre¬ 
al war movie, the first cinematic 
attack on Gulf War madness. It 
has a little bit of everything, from 
raunchy sex and consumerism to 
severed arteries, exploding live¬ 
stock, electroshock torture and 
George (Yum) Clooney. One of its 
throw-away subtexts is the rela¬ 
tionship of Pvt. Vig (Spike Jonze, 
who just happens to be the direc-

tor of Being John Malkovich, and 
no, I don’t think it is a coinci¬ 
dence) and Sgt. Barlow (Mark 
Wahlberg, the artist formerly 
known as “Marky Mark”). 

Pvt. Vig is a stereotypical Texas 
redneck. He wants to shoot any¬ 
thing that moves and uses foul 
racial epithets on the Arabs he is 
constantly cuffing around. You 
know that if he hated some kid in 
high school, he probably called 
him “faggot.” Yet Pvt. Vig is clear¬ 
ly in love with Sgt. Barlow. He 
doesn’t know it, and if you en¬ 
lightened him, he’d likely shoot 
you as well. Yet Barlow seems to 
know it, and it doesn’t bother 
him. He has a wife and child at 
home and appears to be happily 
straight, but he’s not so uptight 
that Vig’s puppyish devotion 
angers him. 

Thirty years ago, the standard 
(straight) Freudian take on this 
situation would be that they were 
both in denial and no good would 
come of it, but this is not 30 years 
ago. It seems clear to me — 
though possibly a gay man might 
disagree — that Barlow knows 
Vig loves him and just lets it ride. 
It isn’t scary enough — though 
Vig himself is scary— to make an 
issue of, by either the character or 
the filmmakers. True, Three Kings 
does nod to the bad old days. Vig 


dies painfully, and I can hear a 
militant deconstructionist going, 
“Aha! He’s a closeted queer, so he 
has to die.” (Although why not: 
“He’s a bigot, so he has to die”?) 
Yet the salient point isn’t that Vig 
dies, but that Barlow tenderly al¬ 
lows him his fantasy, as if being 
kind were more important than 
being defined. 

Seduction scenario 

The queer subtext of Three 
Kings is only a minor part of that 
outrageously entertaining film. In 
Fight Club, it is inextricably mixed 
with an important plot point that 
I don’t want to give away. So I’m 
going to tap dance a bit; when you 
see the film — and you should, 
despite its harsh themes and the 
fact that Brad Pitt has made him¬ 
self as unattractive as possible — 
you’ll understand. Edward Nor¬ 
ton plays the Narrator (his juicy 
voiceover is priceless), a corporate 
drone defined by his IKEA furni¬ 
ture and raging insomnia. When 
he meets Tyler Durden (Pitt), a 
soap salesman, he is seduced into 
Tyler’s anarchic, anti-materialist 
lifestyle. 

They move into a grungy, 
falling-down, dripping-wet old 
mansion and pass their time 
doing disgusting things I won’t re¬ 
count and inventing “Fight Club,” 
a social gathering that eventually 
turns into a fascistic paramilitary

unit. At “Fight Club,” disaffected 
men engage in one-on-one bare¬ 
knuckle brawls, beating each 
other senseless until they finally 
“feel something.” Tyler and the 
Narrator’s fight club is actually a 
vicious parody of the Twelve Step 
movement, examining just how 
bestial people can become when 
they crave community but are too 
stupid or sheeplike to draw limits. 

The female character (Helena 
Bonham Carter, looking so scuzzy 
she could drive any two men into 
each other’s arms) is repeatedly, 
noisily bonked by Tyler. We never 
see these couplings, only hear 
them along with the distressed 
Narrator. He is jealous because 
her arrival has spoiled his all-boy 
party with Tyler. The good thing 
about the way this plays is that 
nobody — actors or director 
David Fincher — gets their box¬ 
ers in a bunch over the Narrator’s 
obvious sexual jealousy. The bad 
thing is that there is a twist at the 
end that negates everything 
you’ve thought about the charac¬ 
ters all along. As Joe E. Brown 
would say, “Nobody’s perfect.” 

Casual sex 

On the other hand, Being John 
Malkovich, the most originally de¬ 
mented film I’ve seen this decade, 
comes closest to realizing my the¬ 
ory about the casual acceptance of 
same-sex preferences in recent 
mainstream movies. It is also an¬ 
other film where revealing the 
ending would be a crime. Suffice 
to say that John Cusack, a failed 
puppeteer, discovers a portal into 
the head of character actor John 
Malkovich (who plays himself). 
Cusack ends up sharing 
Malkovich’s brain with his scruffy 
wife (unrecognizable Cameron 
Diaz), his office crush (domina- 
trix-in-training Catherine Keen¬ 
er) and half the population of 
New York, which just wants to see 
what it’s like to be a celebrity for 
15 minutes, after which they are 
regurgitated on the New Jersey 
Turnpike. 

Sex ensues. Hilarity ensues. 
Most exquisite of all, gender con¬ 
fusion explodes. The ending is so 
right-on you may be halfway 
home before you realize that di¬ 
page 44 ► 
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Petronio describes his latest 
endeavor as “the play between 
order and chaos, showing the pe¬ 
culiar and particular attractions 
between people or between ob¬ 
jects and people, and how they 
also pull away from each other. 
The music is a commissioned 
score by the English composer 
Michael Nyman, who has written 
a lot of film music, for example 
The Piano and Gattaca. It’s for 
piano and strings, postmodern 
romantic, lush and sweeping, very 
different from any of the music 
fve used before. Actually, I had 
this irrational bias against his 
music because he had composed 
film scores for Peter Greenaway, 
whom I really dislike. Then my 
lover, who had been trying to in¬ 
terest me in Michael’s music, 
tricked me by slipping a section 
into a pre-performance tape he 
made for me, and I loved it. It’s 
brought out my lyrical side, and 
I’m hoping to create a quiet gem.” 

All that coming from an artist 
who has been called the “bad boy” 
of postmodern dance, who usual¬ 
ly fills the stage with raw energy 
and sexual power, who often em¬ 
ploys rock music. He adds, “This 
time I want to work closely with 
individual dancers, intimately, 
slowly feeding them movements 
specifically created for them.” 

Petronio will only be showing 
the first section of the new work 
in San Francisco, but already has 
envisioned the second and possi¬ 
bly third parts. “The first act will 
be completely stripped down vi¬ 
sually, a naked stage, no curtains 
or wings. But for the second act, I 
will be using sets by Anish 
Kapoor, a sculptor from London 
who creates these amazing door¬ 
ways, passageways, vortexes and 
holes. He creates an absence of 
objects by making space around 
them, which works well with the 
idea of a moving focal point that I 
am exploring.” 

Divine inspiration 

Responding to my questions 
about artistic inspiration, Petron¬ 
io insists, “It comes from God. I’m 
serious. I try to create the right

mental and physical space to re¬ 
ceive information. I’m working 
with putting my body next to his 
[Nyman’s] romantic kind of 
rhythms. The movement is really 
very much about the spine and 
limbs carving through space in a 
very curving way. Sculpting in 
arcs, in rounded lines. The music 
is having a great influence on my 
creative process. When I was 20,1 
thought I was the most creative 
thing in the world. When I was 30, 
I thought I was a really great 
artist. But when I hit 40,1 realized 
that the best thing I could do was 
to stand out of the way of inspira¬ 
tion. When I can step back and 
not interfere with the inspiration, 
then I’m a great artist. When I 
stick my mind and desires on it, it 
can be crafted, but it’s not in¬ 
spired work. We’re looking for di¬ 
vine inspiration.” 

When I mention that a lot of 
artists seem to have tormented 
personal lives, he replies, “Right 
now, I have a very happy personal 
life, though that’s not always been 
the case. So my work fills an artis¬ 
tic need, not a personal one. I am 
in a wonderful relationship cur¬ 
rently, and I have my daughter 
Bella, who is 10 years old and lives 
with her two mothers in New 
York City. I had always wanted a 
child, and though I do not play a 
daily parental role in her life, I do 


see her about once a week, and I 
feel lucky to have that relation¬ 
ship. Her mother and I have been 
friends for 25 years; in fact, we 
used to date. I’ve been ‘polysexual’ 
most of my life, but was exclusive¬ 
ly with men for 20 years. I was 
stridently and screamingly gay for 
a period, and it was incredibly im¬ 
portant for me at the time. But as 
I grow older, I think the distinc¬ 
tion [between the sexes] is not 
that important. I am attracted to 
human beings, but of course, 
there has to be a sexual attraction 
as well. I know that this position 
isn’t a very popular one with 
many in the gay community, but 
I have to be honest.” 

In the dance world, it’s easy to 
think that truly nice people are an 
endangered species. The cutthroat 
competition slowly winnows out 
those who aren’t willing to do 
anything to land a job or a role, 
and the quest for artistic excel¬ 
lence often comes at the expense 
of generosity of spirit. As Petron¬ 
io speaks of his company with 
warmth and caring, it’s clear he’s a 
rare breed, a director who sees his 
dancers as more than movement 
machines and respects them as 
human beings. After all, a chore¬ 
ographer’s work always looks bet¬ 
ter when performed by those not 
only with strong technique, but 
also an artistic understanding of 
the creator’s intentions. Good 
dancers are more likely to stay 
with a company where they are 
appreciated, and Petronio banks 
on it. 

Stephen Petronio Company, in 
addition to premiering Strange 
Attractors, will also perform 
Drawn That Way, to music by 
Andy Tierstein for ensemble and 
three boy sopranos, and Solo #4, 
with music composed by Dia- 
manda Galas. Petronio says, “It 
will be an all-classical evening. 
The beat is gone, there will be no 
rock ’n’ roll, a first for me. I hope 
my audience in San Francisco will 
still like it.” T

make up the cast, playing Hillary 
Clinton and Soon-Yi Allen in a se¬ 
ries of short scenes and songs that 
eventually includes cameo ap¬ 
pearances by Monica Lewinsky, 
Maureen O’Sullivan, Bill Clinton, 
Marilyn Monroe, and the Virgin 
Mary.

Tunes from the teen movie scene

H ere’s an interesting trend: 
teen movie soundtracks 
that are almost as bad as 
the movies from which they are 
drawn. Both Teaching Mrs. Tin¬ 
gle and Outside Providence are 
critical disappointments, and al¬ 
though the box office returns are 
still not yet completely tallied, it 
looks like neither of these movies 
will be inspiring sequels. Particu¬ 
larly disappointing is the fact 
that Teaching Mrs. Tingle was the 
directorial debut of the openly 
gay Kevin “ Scream ” Williamson. 
Boo-hoo! 

As for the soundtracks, I get 
the impression that the folks at 
Windup Records were hoping 
that the contribution to the 
Teaching Mrs. Tingle (Capitol) 
album by their own Stretch 
Princess (“Sorry”) would be 
teaching listeners a thing or two. 
Here’s what I learned: you don’t 
have to buy this soundtrack. Es¬ 
pecially not since most of the 
songs here (by Bree Sharp, Sozzi, 


and Duncan Sheik) are available 
on worthier sources. Tara 
MacLean’s cover of Janis Ian’s “At 
Seventeen” is a nice effort, but 
lacks the original’s psychodra¬ 
ma. 

The best thing I can say about 
the Outside Providence sound¬ 
track (Giant/Reprise) is that at 
least there aren’t any covers by 
“young upstarts” included. In¬ 
stead, the people who assembled 
this soundtrack went the purist 
route, compiling twelve songs 
from the day. To their credit, 
they included the full-length 
versions of some songs. The 
Who’s “Won’t Get Fooled Again” 
is here in all of its (8:33) glory, as 
is Yes’ “Roundabout” (8:30) and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd’s “Free Bird” 
(9:09). Other nostalgic pleas¬ 
antries include King Harvest’s 
“Dancin’ In The Moonlight,” 
Badfinger’s “No Matter What,” 
Lee Michaels’ “Do You Know 
What I Mean” and Free’s “All 
Right Now.” 

Like Trainspotting, The Acid 
House is based on the writing of 
Irvine Welsh. Like the sound¬ 


track to Trainspotting, the 
soundtrack to The Acid House 
(Capitol) attempts to benefit 
from the electronic music scene. 
This 17-track compilation mixes 
Brit pop/punk tracks (by The 
Gyres, The Pastels), electronic 
artists (Chemical Brothers, 
Death In Vegas, Bentley Rhythm 
Ace, The Sons Of Silence) and 
cutting-edge artists (Belle 8c Se¬ 
bastian, Beth Orton, Barry 
Adamson and Nick Cave) with 
mixed results. 

Of the discs in this review, I 
like the soundtrack to Best Laid 
Plans (Virgin) the best because 
(like the less successful Stigmata 
soundtrack, which features a 
score by Billy Corgan), this one 
mixes Craig Armstrong’s haunt¬ 
ing original score with music by 
other artists (Neneh Cherry, 
Eagle-Eye Cherry, Gomez, Mas¬ 
sive Attack) featured in the 
movie. “Twisted Mess” is Ms. 
Cherry’s second appearance on a 
movie soundtrack this year, 
which only served to remind me 
of how badly a new Neneh Cher¬ 
ry disc is needed. ▼

Joey develops a close friend¬ 
ship with a teammate he secretly 
has a crush on, and they explore 
sexuality together. But things 
darken when they are taken under 
the wing of two of their upper¬ 
classmen teammates.

Walking 
the walk

Heavenly Bodies by Michael An- 
ketell; Taylor Publishing, $30.95 

A t least twice as amusing as it 
has any right to be, Michael 
Anketell’s Heavenly Bodies 
is subtitled “Remembering Holly¬ 
wood and Fashion’s Favorite 
AIDS Benefit.” The author is one 
of the original creators, and the 
producer and director, of a 
decade’s worth of California fash¬ 
ion industry benefits for AIDS 
Project Los Angeles (APLA). With 
350 glossy photographs and a 
chapter devoted to each annual 
benefit from 1986 to 1996, one 
would expect the author/produc¬ 
er/director to blow a lot of smoke. 
And, indeed, smoke is blown — 
in all directions. But the most sur¬ 
prising aspect of this coffee table 
tome is the chatty prose style An- 
ketell adopts and the insight he 
provides into how difficult these 
shows eventually became to pro¬ 
duce. Then, of course, there’s the 
dish — which the author serves 
up in perfect proportion, when¬ 
ever couturier details lead to 
ennui. 

Those of us who “remember 
when” can attest to the difficulty 
America, and especially the enter¬ 
tainment industry, had with AIDS 
in the early 1980s. Every living de¬ 
signer declined to be featured in 
the first APLA benefit, forcing An- 
ketell to choose a dead designer, 
Adrian, for his first fashion retro¬ 
spective/benefit. And as far as 
Hollywood support goes, the 
word AIDS could clear a room 
faster than tear gas. A few stal¬ 
warts like Ali McGraw and Eliza¬ 
beth Montgomery were there 
from the beginning, but most did-- 
n’t want their names or faces to be 
associated with AIDS in any way. 

Anketell chronicles the chang¬ 
ing nature of the APLA benefits 
from the “gee, kids, let’s put on a 
show” stage to the big budget, 
power-broker epics that finally 
evolved. Eventually, fashion de¬ 
signers viewed the benefit as a 
premiere marketing opportunity 
and began to court the producers

N ot only fans of Jim Proven- 
zano’s Sports Complex col¬ 
umn in the B.A.R., but also 
those interested in the well-told 
tale of the trauma and joy of a 
high school wrestler’s coming out, 
will enjoy the writer’s first novel, 
Pins (Myrmidude Press, paper, 
$14.95). Provenzano, a jock him¬ 
self, is a writer whose reports on 
professional athletics carry suffi¬ 
cient authority and irreverence to 
have made constant readers of 
those who, like myself, are other¬ 
wise uninterested in sports. His 
special provenance is the sexual 
politics of sports, most particular¬ 
ly the homophilia and resultant 
homophobia of men who gather 
in locker rooms and grapple inti¬ 
mately with each other in the 
sports arena. But he’s always jaun¬ 
tily combined his exploration of 
major issues with tongue-in- 
cheek and tangy takes on subjects 
like the aesthetics of jockstraps, 
and other such tidbits which un¬ 
leash the queer nature of athletics. 

Provenzano’s short stories 
have appeared in a dozen recent 
anthologies, and his first novel is a 
successful expansion of his skill. 
It’s a confident and briskly written 
book that deals with major 
themes without subordinating an 
engrossing story. Fifteen-year-old 
Joey Nicci knows he’s gay, and 
isn’t plagued with that knowledge. 
But his sexuality isolates him 
from his Catholic family, his fel¬ 
low students, and most particu¬ 
larly, from his buddies on the 
team of his chosen sport, 
wrestling. His coach may be gay. 
Maybe even his best friend. But 
Joey can’t speak about it with any 
of them. One of his teammates is 
gay, and is ostracized by the other 
teenagers. Provenzano nails Joey’s 
dilemma perfectly when he writes 
that to Joey, “everyone was a can¬ 
didate for love or treachery.”

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able conclusion. Joey Nicci’s in¬ 
volving story is well-compounded 
with issues of homophobia and 
the pressure to remain closeted in 
sports, teen suicide and alcohol 
abuse, and body image and steroid 
use.

to be the featured designer. Bigger 
names mean bigger budgets and 
bigger egos. This comes as no sur¬ 
prise. But they also give rise to 
some great stories and outlandish 
behavior. 

Among the heroes, Anketell 
includes Jennifer Tilly, Gianni 
Versace, Anna Wintour, Tina 
Turner, Jackie Collins, and Gian¬ 
franco Ferre. And the jerks who 
earn a permanent place in my 
own hall of shame include Joan 
Collins, Cher, Debbie Reynolds, 
and Mickey Rourke. To find out 
why, you’ll have to read Anketell’s 
book. My favorite stories involve 
a naked Liza Minnelli, sprawled 
out on a sofa and issuing de¬ 
mands, and Hollywood 
bitch-goddess Sandra Bernhard, 
having an uncontrollable attack of 
flatulence at the 1996 Todd Old¬ 
ham soiree. 

As Anketell astutely observes, 
at the end of his participation in 
1996, the benefits “didn’t seem to 
be so much about the fight against 
AIDS anymore.” They had mor¬ 
phed into a parallel universe of 
their own, with a host of constel¬ 
lations and shooting stars that 
had little to do with the original 
goals of the founders. Although 
Heavenly Bodies is a slight work, it 
engages the eye and the brain. 
Perhaps more than anything else, 
it justifies the conclusion drawn 
by Mart Crowley in Boys in the 
Band, when Emery, the notorious 
“pockmarked Jew fairy,” pro¬ 
claims, “It takes a fag to make 
something pretty.” In Anketell’s 
tome, the supporting evidence is 
wonderfully presented. ▼

James Saslow's 'Pictures and Passions' 


Picture this

M useums are our culture’s 
most visible art institu¬ 
tions — often the only 
setting in which most people 
come into contact with ‘fine art,’ 
especially art of the past. A sur¬ 
prising number of our ‘danger¬ 
ous’ gay brothers — and sisters — 
are represented on museum walls. 
Often, however, their art ‘sneaks 
through’ because it is barely rec¬ 
ognized as such, even by the cura¬ 
tors. And if they don’t recognize 
it, you probably won’t either; the 
average viewer lacks the special¬ 
ized knowledge needed to catch 
the gay references. On the other 
hand, trust your eyes: the gay 
viewer is usually far more open to 
suggestions of gay emotion than 
the art ‘experts.’ This is one field 
where the old taunt is meaningful; 
it takes one to know one,” James 
M. Saslow wrote back in his 
groundbreaking 1979 essay, 
“Closets in the Museum,” which 
appeared in the anthology Laven¬ 
der Culture. 

Well, there is no doubt that 
Saslow is “one.” Currently a pro¬ 
fessor of Art History at Queens 
College and the Graduate Center, 
City University of New York, in 
the past this huggable academic 
wrote for dozens of gay publica¬ 
tions, was the New York editor of 
the Advocate, and personally pro¬ 
moted “genderfuck drag”: very 
few people who witnessed it will 
ever forget his Gay Pride March 
appearance as a bearded Greta 


Garbo impersonating Queen 
Christina. But it’s Saslow’s books 
that will no doubt be his lasting 
legacy, possibly with the exception 
of The Medici Wedding of 1589: 
Florentine Festival as Theatrum 
Mundi (Yale University Press). 

But take his historic transla¬ 
tion of The Poetry of Michelange¬ 
lo (Yale University Press), which 
definitely toppled Charlton Hes¬ 
ton’s arguments that the painter 
the actor played in The Agony and 
The Ecstasy was straight: 

“Dead, I’m more alive and 
dear today to him/from whom 
death’s robbed me, than I was 
alive.” 

Or, “You know that I know, my 
lord, that you know/that I come 
closer to take delight in you,/and 
you know I know you know just 
who I am:/why then delay our 
meeting any longer?” 

Then there’s Saslow’s 
Ganymede in the Renaissance: Ho- 
mosexuality in Art and Society 
(Yale University Press), a book 
that every queer art historian trea¬ 
sures as much as a Christian stuck 
in a Day’s Inn holds dear his 
Gideon Bible. This is the work 
which revealed that the little angel 
who flutters about in so many 
paintings is a coded symbol for 
gay love. 

Jumping-off point 

Now arrives the cherry on the 
cake, Saslow’s life work, Pictures 
and Passions: A History of Homo¬ 
sexuality in the Visual Arts 
(Viking; $39.95), “the first com¬ 
prehensive survey of gay and les¬ 


bian expression in all media from 
the dawn of time.” Of course, with 
the text of the book only 310 
pages, this book’s goal is to serve 
as a jumping-off point for gay art- 
lovers, not as a homo encyclope¬ 
dic end-all. 

“The whole idea,” Saslow ex¬ 
plained in the Upper West Side 
condominium which he shares 
with his lover, a doctor, “was to 
take a lot of fairly not very famil¬ 
iar scholarly research and make it 
available for the general public. 
There was a lot of discussion 
when Viking commissioned the 
book about the level of writing. It 
was supposed to be serious but 
popular, which is a hard line to 
walk. A lot of gay books about art 
in the past were excessively cute 
and popular and coy. Coffee table. 
They didn’t have a lot of real con¬ 
tent. So the idea was, ‘Let’s give 
people the information that’s only 
known to scholars, but let’s not 
get bogged down in too much of 
these obscure details that people 
don’t want to know. 

“You know, I’ve been keeping 
files on this subject for 20 years, 
because I knew I always wanted to 
do this book. I really said to my¬ 
self in about 1974 when I first 
came out and I was working for 
Gay Community News, ‘I’m going 
to graduate school, get a Ph.D. 
and prove that there is a gay cul¬ 
ture, a gay Art History.’ So I’ve 
been collecting materials ever 
since.” 

But even though the good 


professor had been exposed to 
thousands of tidbits over the 
decades, he still came across new 
material. “The nicest one,” Saslow 
recalls, “was this 12th-century 
manuscript that’s in Madrid 
which shows one of the Byzan¬ 
tine emperors having a sort of 
gay marriage ceremony. On one 
side of the page is the ceremony 
taking place in the church, with 
the two men holding hands while 
the priest blesses them. On the 
other side of the page, there’s the 
marriage feast, where the two 
men are sitting at a table, and one 
man’s mother is sitting between 
them because she’s hosting this 
banquet in their honor. There are 
a lot of scholarly historical ques¬ 
tions about exactly what the na¬ 
ture of this ceremony was. It’s not 
entirely clear that we would just 
call it a gay marriage. But on the 
other hand, it’s awfully close to a 
gay marriage, and I just kept star¬ 
ing at that image when I finally 
got it from the library. I said to 
myself, ‘Wow! This is wonderful. 


I wish I’d seen this sort of thing 
when I was a kid.’ It wasn’t in the 
history books when I studied 
medieval art. It would have made 
such a difference to my sense of 
myself and to the historical legit¬ 
imacy of homosexuality. I just 
looked at it and thought, this is 
the 12th-century version of 
Bride’s magazine, only it has 
these two guys. It was sweet and 
touching. I hope some day I get 
to do a gay wedding ceremony 
and can project this image above 
the pulpit.” 

Nuptial aside, reading Pictures 
and Passion, you can’t help but 
ask, why isn’t there a museum de¬ 
voted to gay art? That’s Saslow’s 
dream, but he admits he doesn’t 
think it will happen. “I think it 
would be very interesting to have 
a museum that tried to amass a 
serious collection of gay art, but I 
don’t know that it’s really very 
possible anymore, because most 
of the things that are in this book 
are in the hands of major public 
institutions, and they’re not going 
to sell it off to a bunch of fags and 
dykes in Chicago, or someone 
who couldn’t raise that kind of 
money anyway. The day is past for 
establishing a major new museum 
with a world-class comprehensive 
collection of anything. There’s 
just not enough available any¬ 
more that’s affordable.” 

I guess then we’ll just have to 
satisfy ourselves with books like 
this one, which is a pretty good 
surrogate for the moment. ▼

O K. I get the whole picture 
equals a thousand words 
thing, but to my way of 
thinking, a picture, or several, ac¬ 
companied by a thousand words 
is lots better. I suspect that comes 
of my being more a verbal than a 
visual person. Although I find the 
photographs in these three very 
different books compelling, it’s 
the text in each case that makes 
the crucial difference between just 
OK and absolutely essential. 
When the words enrich the pic¬ 
tures as the pictures enliven the 
text, the result is enlightening. 

The Passionate Camera began 
as a response to right-wing attacks 
on the NEA that came out of an 
exhibition of photographs by 
Robert Mapplethorpe. Editor 
Deborah Bright explains: “I 
sought to assemble essays and 
works exploring a range of histor¬ 
ical and contemporary photo¬ 
graphic practices which challenge 


the dominant social consensus 
around sexuality and its represen¬ 
tation.” She achieves much more 
in this stunning anthology. The 
collected essays highlight the ways 
in which photographs document 
our very existence. In “Looking at 
a Photograph, Looking for a His¬ 
tory,” David Deitcher examines a 
single 19th-century ambrotype of 
two men touching and finds in 
their comfortable pose the possi¬ 
bility of gay love in pre-gay histo¬ 
ry. Richard Meyer considers the 
various meanings attached to 
“Rock Hudson’s Body,” before and 
after his diagnosis with AIDS. The 
essay is a stunning explication of 
the homophobia surrounding 
Hudson’s hidden gay life. The Pas¬ 
sionate Camera is a gorgeous col¬ 
lection of photographs combined 
with essays that will help you see 
our queer world in new ways. 

Family portraits 

You’d think, after listening to 
right-wing rants about gay mar-

Passionate play 

Bach and Brahms in Davies

S ubscription concerts at 
Davies Symphony Hall have 
been pleasingly diverse in 
recent weeks. Repertoire and per¬ 
formances were in stark contrast, 
but programs have shared a wel¬ 
come sense of surprise, and proof 
that a little show business panache 
is really not out of place in the 
world of serious music. 

Last week, tenor and conduc¬ 
tor Peter Schreier came to town 
for his San Francisco Symphony 
debut. He has made an interna¬ 
tional reputation for himself in 20 
years of leading and singing in 
performances of Bach’s oratorios. 
It is a pity we had to wait so long 
for him, as his voice is seriously 
flawed now, but his conducting of 
the massive St. Matthew Passion 
was the most important thing, 
and his interpretation proved 
strong enough to help us overlook 
some less fortunate details. 

The musicians were arrayed in 
a sort of theatre-in-the-round 
configuration, with the double or¬ 
chestra split in a semi-circle fac¬ 
ing the SFS Chorus, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Girls Chorus and Ragazzi, 
The Peninsula Boys Chorus — all 
seated at the rear of the stage. 
Continuo I and Continuo II play¬ 
ers were angled in the other direc¬ 
tion, and vocal soloists were sta¬ 
tioned in a row with Schreier, al¬ 
lowing them to project to the 
main body of the auditorium. 
This caused some acoustical 
drawbacks, but the visual effect 
was dramatic and gave a sense of 
some ritualized epic unfolding. 
Another good idea was the use of 
supertitles, with an unfussy trans¬ 
lation by Jerry Sherk. Without an 
audience having to refer to text, 
the hall could remain darkened 
with fewer distractions. 

There is no denying the occa¬ 
sional strain of sitting through a 
full rendition of the Matthew Pas¬ 
sion, despite its musical glories. 
What stands as one of the tower¬ 
ing achievements of Western Cul¬ 
ture is still mighty lengthy for 
modern tastes. It is to Schreier’s 
credit that he did not attempt to 
rush the pace for the constraints 
of time. The big set pieces and 
arias unfolded with majesty and 
heartfelt involvement, and the 
conductor, singing the role of the 


Evangelist, used actorly inflection 
to make up for his strained top 
notes and thinning tone. 

Critical response to the perfor¬ 
mance has been mixed, but the 
audience was wonderfully atten¬ 
tive and gave an enthusiastic ova¬ 
tion. There will always be differ¬ 
ences of opinion about interpreta¬ 
tions and the performing choices 
that are made. I found the Schreier 
version effective. Like Shake¬ 
speare, Bach is endlessly fascinat¬ 
ing — and could stand a little 
pruning now and then. When the 
performers are committed, there 
will always be some new revela¬ 
tion. Orchestral and vocal soloists 
and, especially, the choruses 
backed Schreier with sincerity. 

Special K 

No one was complaining 
about sitting still for concerts the 
week before, when the artist for¬ 
merly known as Nigel Kennedy 
appeared in his new and im¬ 
proved evolution, as simply 
Kennedy. We may have to add an 
exclamation point to the contro¬ 
versial fellow’s name when next 
he tpurs. Some additional back- 
stage space for partying entourage 
might not be a bad idea either, but 
he can return with backup singers 
as far as I’m concerned, just as 
long as he keeps playing so damn 
well. 

The elderly gent sitting next to 
me put the whole clothing issue in 
perspective when the violinist 
made his entrance to play the ar¬ 
duous Brahms Concerto wearing 
mismatched socks, some kind of 
blousy overshirt, an ill-fitting 
jacket and trousers that looked 
suspiciously like black sweatpants. 
With a twinkle, the stranger 
turned and said, “He’s goofy, God 
love him, but he’s good.” 

I couldn’t agree more, though 
my concern has always been more 
with the possible squandering of 
a major talent in offstage antics or 
the pomposity of an artist who 
believes his own PR. Not to worry, 
it appears Kennedy is maturing 
well, and his breathtaking musi¬ 
cianship has actually been deep¬ 
ened by his refusal to play by the 
conservative concert circuit rules, 
and by his devotion to popular 
culture and contemporary jazz. 

The bravura Brahms show¬ 
piece was shaped with under¬ 
standing and total technical mas¬ 
tery. Kennedy makes his instru-

rector Jonze and company have 
made something astonishingly 
open, humane and, dare we say it, 
normal, out of same-sex love. The 
only explanation I can find for 
this even-handed, coolly sensible 
approach to a subject that has had 
Hollywood in a moral swivet for 
decades is that these directors and 
their stars are all young. 

By young I don’t mean 21, but 
artists whose sensibilites were 
formed after Stonewall. Some 
may be gay and some not. And I 
understand there are militant hall 
monitors who want everybody to 
stand up and be counted. Yet one 
can’t help giggling when a notori¬ 
ous heterosexual like Brad Pitt 
wears a dress in a Rolling Stone 
photo shoot and jokingly refers to 
his love affair with Edward Nor¬ 
ton. After all the years of manu¬ 
factured angst (or farce) over gay-

ment sing, and that puts him in 
the company of such differing leg¬ 
ends as Isaac Stern and Stephane 
Grapelli. The physical quirks and 
noisy footwork actually seem un¬ 
avoidable when the playing is so 
passionate. After a string snapped 
during the first movement, a 
switch was made with the first vi¬ 
olinist. A few notes were dropped, 
but the thread of the performance 
was unbroken. That was showbiz, 
intense concentration and profes¬ 
sionalism all in one. 

As an encore, Kennedy paired 
with principal bassist Michael 
Burr in an arrangement of “Bags’ 
Groove.” This reprised the duet 
they played for opening night a 
few seasons back. This time they 
were swinging a memorial tribute 
to recently deceased vibraphonist 
Milt Jackson. Afterwards, 
Kennedy made jokes about late¬ 
comers, generously thanked his 
fellow musicians, and even won¬ 
dered aloud about the veracity of 
the standing ovation. Ironically, 
this one actually meant some¬ 
thing for a change. ▼

Ain’t nothing like the real thing

I n jazz, as in all other kinds of 
music, the point is to listen to 
the musicians — if not always 
to what they’re saying. But what 
the artists at the San Francisco Jazz 
Festival, which is just winding up 
its 17th annual installment, are 
saying is that the festival has be¬ 
come the nation’s best and most 
important. That’s certainly the 
way it felt from the audience this 
year, and our gratitude to the fes¬ 
tival organizers is the greater given 
that the Bay Area is otherwise 
hardly an American jazz mecca. 

There was far more to the festi¬ 
val than a single listener could take 
in — one of the ways you know it’s 
a bona fide festival — and I con¬ 
centrated on the pianists. With the 
appearance of Gonzalo Rubalcaba

and his trio the second night, it 
seemed that the festival had hit an 
early peak from which everything 
else might feel downhill. Although 
that’s not the way it turned out, 
the Cuban pianist gave his audi¬ 
ence a life-changing hour of play¬ 
ing no listener is likely to forget 
any time soon. If you missed it, 
you can get more than a taste from 
Rubalcaba’s new CD, Inner Voyage. 
Except that it features more side- 
men than appeared at the highly 
concentrated show at Masonic 
Auditorium, the CD explores the 
same rich vein Rubalcaba is min¬ 
ing right now. It’s the kind of 
recording that can get stuck on 
your player for weeks at a time. 
Call it inexhaustible. 

His technique as formidable as 
ever (the pyrotechnics of yore 
flashed intermittently), this 
searching musician went for the 
still heart of the music, and this 
time left his audience gasping at 
what can only be called the truth

of his playing. (It was the kind of 
concert where people looked at 
each other — at perfect strangers 
in their vicinity — with smiling 
wonder.) Rubalcaba plays far 
fewer notes than he used 
to, but they’re the right 
ones struck dead center. 

It’s hard to characterize 
the purity of the 
sound, except to note 
that there’s no fuzz 
around it and there’s a 
quiet, steady hum at its 
core. 

With the 

overarch- _ 

ing relax¬ 
ation of a supreme instrumental 
master, Rubalcaba established and 
maintained a tension in the musi¬ 
cal line that connected sounds 
and silences in a self-revealing, 
constantly unfolding sequence. 

I can still hear his opening 
note, sliced from the air as if 
caught mid-thought, heard al¬ 
most in passing — the kind of 
sound shard that makes you listen 
up to make sure you caught it and 
miss nothing else. The sense it 
gives is that his music is a contin¬ 
uum in Rubalcaba’s mind — and 
a moto perpetuo, however slow, at 
that — and you’re only hearing 
the part that gets transmitted 
through the piano. 

There’s a completeness about 
his playing now — melodically, 
harmonically, rhythmically — that 
provides satisfactions all of its 
own. But for me, the wonder is 
still the depth of rhythm. As was 
clear from his hour-long set, this 
is a pianist who knows how to 
keep a drummer happy. There’s 
something utterly natural about 
even his most complex rhythmic 
explorations — and something 
otherworldly about even the most 
obvious. Like no other jazz pianist 
in my experience, he can nail a 
beat, suspend a beat and play all 
round it, and at his most daring, 
imply a beat where none is ex¬ 
pressly pronounced. What that 
does is suspend time, which is very 
likely the phenomenon that draws 
people to music in the first place. 

Musical chairs 

Chick Corea, who followed 
Rubalcaba with a perfectly repre¬ 
sentative set, sounded ordinary. 
Something of the same happened 
when Kenny Barron followed 
Benny Green at Herbst Theatre 
the following week. It says what 
needs saying about this festival 
that when a pianist of Tommy 
Flanagan’s stature has to cancel for 
health reasons, he gets replaced by 


one of the caliber of Barron. Play¬ 
ing with Flanagan’s trio, Barron 
weighed in with playing at the top 
of his form, including a daring 
and ultimately transporting “Body 
and Soul.” But there was some¬ 
thing small about his 
sound that made his 
music-making seem 
almost inconsequen¬ 
tial after a solo set by 
Benny Green. 

Although he claimed 
to be nervous playing on 
his home 
turf (he

uate of 

the justly famous Berkeley High 
School jazz program and was based 
in the Bay Area until a move to 
New York in the early ’90s) after 
having been away so long, there 
was something weirdly attention¬ 
seeking about Green’s performance 


that spoke directly to his current, 
puzzling musical direction and 
hinted, as his recent CD did, at 
something like a period of what 
feels like musical regression. The 
last time I heard him live, at the 
Monterey Jazz Festival three in¬ 
stallments ago, he was on a quest 
that took him into speculative re¬ 
gions of both rhythm and harmo¬ 
ny on the wings of jaw-droppingly 
virtuoso playing. 

The playing is every bit as big 
today, but it’s retrenched, deter¬ 
minedly driving back to a realm of 
stride piano and blues scales that 
haven’t been a huge part of this 
still-growing musician’s path in the 
past. Musical polyglot and 
chameleon that he is, say nothing 
of monster pianist, his challenge 
has always been to find his own 
voice. I thought he had in Mon¬ 
terey and in some sessions he 
played at Yoshi’s around the same 
time, but what he’s doing now is in 
a different direction altogether. 
Maybe he’s investigating something 
he felt he passed over at his peril. 
Who knows? Baffling as this cur¬ 
rent phase is, it’s still characterized 
by piano-playing of prodigal gifts, 
and I for one am willing to stay on 
board for the next development. 

Barber’s hot quartet 

As I write, Brad Mehldau has 
yet to play, on the Festival’s ap¬ 
propriately named “Discovery Se¬ 
ries: Solo Piano.” And to judge 
from Another Shade of Blue, his 
second Blue Note collaboration 
with Lee Konitz and Charlie 
Haden (recorded live at LA’s Jazz 
Bakery) that hit stores last *veek, 


there’s nothing he can’t do. But 
what may be remembered as the 
Festival’s highest moment took 
place at the Florence Gould The¬ 
atre Saturday afternoon, when Pa¬ 
tricia Barber and her quartet tore 
through the place with a 90- 
minute set that left no doubt she’s 
one of the most exciting talents 
performing today. 

The quarter-hour trip through 
“Autumn Leaves” — with her 
haunting, hushed vocals framing 
huge, exploratory solos by all 
three of her sidemen (including a 
Bach-inspired, bowed riff by 
bassist Michael Arnopol) and 
some astonishing pianism from 
Barber — was the molten core of 
her concert, but there was much, 
much more. Most amazing were 
the two “songs” in which Barber 
didn’t sing at all but compensated 
with piano-playing that could 
have held its own with anything 
heard elsewhere in the Festival. 

Before an encore of a truly 
smoldering “Light My Fire,” Bar¬ 
ber — who’s up against the chal¬ 
lenges any singer-songwriter faces 
in the instrument-dominated jazz 
world — responded with one of 
her own tunes from her new CD, 
Companion, the tellingly named 
“If This Isn’t Jazz.” The song, one 
of two to deploy the verbal riffs 
that are part of this immensely 
talented songwriter’s arsenal, 
segues directly from its title into a 
line from none other than Billie 
Holiday, “then it will have to do 
until the real thing comes along.” 

As Barber made irrefutably 
and abundantly clear, the real 
thing has. ▼

Sims Center 
shows off 

I t seems there’s a new Executive Di¬ 
rector over at the Jon Sims Center 
for the Performing Arts, Charles 
Wilmoth, a surprise to us; we hadn’t 
heard the previous ED, Lauren Hewitt, 
was moving on. But the center, a bas¬ 
tion of queer performance art since its 
founding more than 20 years ago by 
Jon Sims and his Lesbian/Gay Free¬ 
dom Band, is pulling out all stops to 
showcase its new leader, and the bill of 
fare looks appealing. 

The Sims Center will host an “Open 
House Lounge Party Event” this Friday, 
November 5, to which the public is cor¬ 
dially invited, free of charge. It begins 
with a “Visual Art Lounge” from 6 p.m. 
to 7 p.m., during which composer/per¬ 
former Allison Hennessey will fill the 
space with experimental ambient 
sounds, all the while projections of pho¬ 
tographs, paintings, drawings and col¬ 
lages by many local artists, including the 
widely acclaimed Samuael Topiary 
and Cooper Bombardier, will bathe the 
walls. Presumably one can relax in this 
rarefied atmosphere and make chit chat 
or simply veg out and absorb art vibes. 

Once this segment of the evening 
concludes, you can repair to the 
“Music Performance Lounge,” there to 
be entertained by an eclectic array of 
musical talents. Included in the line¬ 
up are Corner Tour (utilizing accor- 
dian and banjo to play original coun- 
try-esque and folk tunes); Down River 
(Anah-K and Carolyn Cooly’s “swamp 
music”); original songs by rock ’n’ roll 
opera diva Karen Feder; The Dix¬ 
ieland Dykes + 3; Chuck Gee on jazz 
piano; and the woodwind sounds of 
the Mystery Ensemble. Also, 
Technopia from planet Zoloft — your 
host for this segment — will be field¬ 
ing your questions about the future of 
art on her planet and introducing 
everyone to Wilmoth. 

After that, hightail it over to the 
Video Lounge from 9 p.m. to 10 p.m., 
where three filmsters will screen their 
stuff. First up, by the indescribably 
weird duo of Mark (Tara Limbaugh) 
Ewert and David Cutler, is “Lesbian 
Separatist Barbies,” a three-minute 
take on retro ’70s feminism, followed 
by Carl Weichert’s seven-minute 
“Love Me Not,” about a gay man who 
tries to break up with himself, then 
Samuael Topiary’s “Atalanta,” a 35- 
minute super-8 dance piece with an 
original score by Kathrynn Lyle. 

So who is this Wilmoth guy any¬ 
way? Well, his bio has him graduating 
from Wake Forest University with a 
psych major and humanities minor, 
and then, following a lot of Buddhist 
and psychotherapy studies, he wound 
up as program director at Intersection 
for the Arts here in our fair city. There 
he set in motion a wide array of criti¬ 
cally acclaimed arts and lecture series, 
while writing about the arts and cul¬ 
tural issues for The Advocate, Artweek, 
The Drama Review, and other notable 
publications. Currently he’s assisting 
choreographer/dancer Joe Goode in 
research and dramaturgy in develop¬ 
ing a new dance-theater piece on gen¬ 
der and the life of Harry Hay. ▼

I t was at 0700 hours in the 
morning last Friday, October 
29, when my phone rang. It 
was Mike Zuhl of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, the new licensee of 
the International Mr. Drummer 
Contest.

The Suncoast Resort may be a 
fine place, featuring a hotel com¬ 
plex, conference facilities (includ¬ 
ing the Suncoast Eagle), restau¬ 
rants, bars, pools, tennis courts 
and a shopping mall. It is owned 
by Tom Kiple, the former owner 
of the Baltimore Eagle, a success¬ 
ful leather-oriented business man. 
But it isn’t in San Francisco, and

that’s the big drawback. 

Zuhl explained that due to ad¬ 
vance bookings at hotels in San 
Francisco for the Folsom Street 
Fair 2000, he was unable to get 
decent room rates for the 
Drummer contest weekend.

Mr. Zuhl is also in¬ 
volved in the travel 
business, so hotel and travel rates 
will probably be all packaged into 
a weekend deal for those who plan 
to attend. This poses a dilemma 
for those who want to attend 
both. One weekend in St. Peters¬ 
burg and the next in San Francis¬ 
co? How do you choose? 

The date(s), location and the 
emcee (Frank Nowicki) for Int’l. 
Mr. Drummer and Int’l. Drummer 
Boy 2000 are firm. All the regional 
sponsors received the same notifi¬ 
cation I got later that same day. No 


other details were provided, but 
hang in there and I’ll keep you in¬ 
formed as the details unfold. 

So hey, San Francisco, we have 
lost the International Ms. 
Leather contest, and now the 
International Mr. Drummer 
contest. Think about it. On the 
brighter side, don’t look 
now, but it looks like the 
long-awaited Mr.

Renaissance man and loving it 


John C. Brand of Belloluna

I got to know John C. Brand as 
the very helpful guy that he is 
over at Amy Ray’s (of the Indi¬ 
go Girls) record label, Daemon 
Records in Decatur, Georgia. He 
was always very informative when¬ 
ever I would call with questions 
about new releases and setting up 
interviews with artists on the label. 
So I was extremely surprised to 
learn that John himself was also a 
musician and that he had his own 
band called Belloluna. 

On their latest disc, the won¬ 
derful Livid and Loving It (Dae¬ 
mon Records), they go Barenaked 
Ladies and Ben Folds Five one 
better by creating timeless pop 
music with a sharp gay sensibility 
(Brand is openly gay). Songs such 
as “Drama Queen” (with the lines 
“She is the Drama Queen/She’s all 
high on crystal methedrine/Look 
out, she’s gonna make a scene”), 
“Particle Vs. Wave,” “Happy Love 
Vibe,” “Nothing On My Christmas 
Tree Is Yours,” “Glowing Like Your 
Night Light,” “Your Vocal 
Chords,” and “I Wanna Be Like 
Martha Stewart” should be as 
equally appealing to BNL/BFF 
fans as they are to your average 
gay and lesbian pop music-lovers. 

Gregg Shapiro: How did you get 
involved in music? 

John C. Brand: I didn’t have any 
formal training or any actual 
background in music other than 
the fact that I just loved to listen 
to it. The more I discovered that I 
loved to listen to it, the more I 
wanted to make it. I’m self-taught. 
I just sat down at a keyboard over 
a period of time and flicked 
around and developed my own 
way of thinking about music and 
songwriting. I didn’t have a whole 
lot of experience being in bands 
before I started my own. I was in 
one band for a year in 1986, here 
in Atlanta. It was very brief, some¬ 
body else was the songwriter and I 
was the keyboard player. It was the 
New Wave era. The whole thing 
about New Wave was that no one 
really had to know how to play 
anything. Like those girls in the B- 
52s, you just had to hold down a 
key with your index finger and 
they would play the keyboard. You 
could get away with totally not 
knowing how to play anything. 

Everybody knew how to play 
"Planet Claire." 

Right. That was an era when any¬ 
body could be in a band. You did¬ 
n’t need to have any level of musi¬ 
cianship, really. You could get 
away with it. It was all based on 
technology and keyboards and 
drum machines. 

Can you tell me something about 
the evolution of Belloluna? 

I formed the band in ’93, and it’s 
changed a lot. The band had very 


humble beginnings. I had never 
sung before. I wasn’t able to lure 
musicians of incredible caliber 
into the band at first, because I 
was new and I wasn’t very good. I 
was happy to have anybody who 
was willing to play with me come 
and play. As people fell by the 
wayside, and I became more con¬ 
fident and much better, I was able 
to attract a much higher caliber of 
musicians to the band. At this 
point, I’ve been through two 
drummers, six bass players, three 
guitar players. Everybody in my 
band has been replaced more 
than once, so I’ve had the oppor¬ 
tunity to upgrade every time. I 
think that one of the coolest 
things about Belloluna is the ex¬ 
cellent quality of musicianship. 
I’ve been very lucky. I’ve sur¬ 
rounded myself with absolutely 
the best people. 

Musically, we got labeled as a 
cocktail band for a while, because 
the music was very quiet. It was 
not aggressive, it wasn’t in your 
face. I think that was a reflection 
of me feeling tentative or not as 
confident, because I am an ag¬ 
gressive person. Ultimately, I 
wanted to make more aggressive 
music. With this new record, I 
hope to dispel the cocktail label. 
There are elements of cocktail 
music in there because there is a 
strong jazz influence. But nobody 
would call Steely Dan or Joe Jack- 
son cocktail music. 

At its core, Livid and Loving It 
has a real pop music heart. 

Right. I’m a sucker for a well- 
crafted pop song. I’m a Beatles 
fan. I want the songs to be really 
catchy, and I want them to be 
great pop songs, but I also want 
them not to be boring stuff that’s 
been done before. I want them to 
have some sort of edge where it’s a 
little different. It’s sort of like 
making new wine in an old bottle. 
You find a way to put a spin on it 
so that it’s new and different, even 
though it sounds like things 
you’ve heard before. 

It reminds me of Barenaked 
Ladies and Ben Folds Five, but 
with a gay sensibility. 

Just a little more fabulous. 

Precisely. Total fabulosity. Be¬ 
cause even though both of those 
bands have admitted to having 
that sensibility, it doesn't really 
exist because no one in those 
bands is gay. Having someone gay 
in your band gives it a whole 
other level. 

You’re right, there is a obvious gay 
sensibility to the music. I’m rather 
pleased that you said that, because 
I’d never thought of it in quite 
those terms. 

Well, you open the album with the 
song "Drama Queen." That's a 
phrase that has not made it into 
wide use in the straight community. 

You know, it’s funny. I write all the 
songs, and they’re very autobio¬ 
graphical, and one of my goals is 
to inject a lot of references to gay 
culture, but done in a way that it 
doesn’t turn a potential straight 
following off. Every gay artist al¬ 
ways says, “I want my music to be 
universal. I don’t want it to be gay 
music made by gay people for gay 
people.” I want to be able to show 
that gay culture and gay sensibili¬ 
ty are on some level universal. You

don’t have to be gay in order to 
appreciate gay humor or gay ref¬ 
erences. I mean, look at Ellen De- 
Generes and her show, which was 
so mainstream prime time Amer¬ 
ica. The jokes and references they 
made during that last season, I 
think they could be appreciated 
by anybody, especially if they’re 
open to it. I like the idea that the 
music is universal enough that I 
can have a straight following and 
a gay following. I really just want 
cool people to like my music. I 
don’t care if they’re gay or 
straight. 

Do you, as you sing in the song, 
really "wanna be like Martha 
Stewart?" 


I am already like Martha Stewart. 
I’ll tell you what I like about her. I 
like that she’s good at teaching 
and expressing herself. She says, 
“This is really cool. And here’s 
how it’s done, and you can do this, 
too.” I like her whole attitude 
about things, because I feel like 
I’m kind of like that, too. I like to 
show people how to do things, 
and I like to be shown how to do 
things. I think she’s very good at 
what she does. I like it that she’s 
kind of a renaissance person. She 
does it all. She can garden and she 
can cook. There’s quite a lot of va¬ 
riety in all the things she has skills 
in. I like to think of myself as a 
person who’s good at a lot of dif¬ 
ferent things. I like being a renais¬ 
sance man. 


What does your middle initial 
stand for? 

Christopher. It’s funny, I almost 
called this record ‘C’ Stands For 
Cookin’ because there were some 
people over at my house one 
night I didn’t know intimately 
socially, just casually, and there 
was some sort of party going on. 
I’m a very good cook, I love to 
cook, and I had made this amaz¬ 
ing meal, and these people were 
in awe of my culinary skills. 
They kept coming over to me 
and saying, “Wow, look at all this 
food,” and “You’re really good at 
this.” Finally, one of them said, 
“So, that’s what it is. I just fig¬ 
ured it out. The ‘C’ stands for 
cookin’.” ▼

riage, that queer families were 
such an abomination that Nature 
itself would rise up to destroy the 
monsters. Even a glance at the 
portraits in Love Makes a Family 
gives lie to those lunatic observa¬ 
tions. The book grew out of a 
photo-text exhibit created by Gigi 
Kaeser and Peggy Gillespie “to 
help make schools safer for les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der individuals and their families, 
and to educate the public about 
the diversity of family life in 
America” — no small challenge, 
given anti-queer violence and 
screaming homophobia. When 
the exhibit was announced, the 
response of certain homophobic 
parents was both predictable and 
appalling. One group sued their 
children’s school about the exhi¬ 
bition, claiming that the pho¬ 
tographs would “sexually harass” 
their children. Odd to imagine 
that pictures of loving families 
would create such terror in the 
hearts of so many, but happily, the 
courts threw out the claim on 
First Amendment grounds. The 
show went on.

Gillespie’s interviews with 
Kaeser’s photographic subjects il¬ 
luminates these families in ways 
both touching and empowering. 


Queers don’t become parents by 
accident; the thoughtfulness that 
led to the decision to become par¬ 
ents is evident in their discussion 
of raising healthy children in an 
often hostile world. Bonnie 
Zellers, mom of Marc and Elan, 
partner of Sheila, asserts: “Our 
children have a very serious chal¬ 
lenge ahead of them. They are 
being taught to be proud, open, 
honest, and as free of prejudice as 
possible, but they still live in an 
unjust culture which would 
rather keep us invisible. I would 
not be at all surprised if they be¬ 
come the freedom fighters of 
their generation.” Maybe that’s 
what the right is really afraid of 
— that the kids raised in these 
queer families will grow up to 
challenge their supremacy. Based 
on the extraordinary adults and 
children celebrated in Love Makes 
a Family, I have to think their 
fears are well-founded, and that 
makes me one happy lesbian. 

Eminent Victorian 

The accessibility of a camera 
in the late 19th-century made it 
possible, at least for the 
well-to-do, to capture their every¬ 
day lives and to leave a photo¬ 
graphic record of their existence. 
Clementina, Viscountess Hawar- 
den, did much more than that. 
She produced more than 800 
photographs in her short life, 
many of them art studies of her 
daughters. These photos went 
well beyond the ordinary to cre¬ 
ate an intimate history of Victori¬ 
an life and its ideas of the erotic. 
Carol Mavor uses Clementina’s 
life and art as a starting place to 
explore concepts of family and 
sexuality in Becoming: “Unlike the 
standard images found in Victo¬ 
rian family albums, these pho¬ 
tographs overflow with folds of 



sexuality and an invitation to 
touch.” Mavor’s focus is the ho¬ 
moerotic nature of the pho¬ 
tographs, and her discussion in¬ 
cludes the work of both 
Clementina and contemporary 
artists. 

Mavor insists that her re¬ 
sponse to the photos is more than 
academic. Woven into her narra¬ 
tive about Clementina are bits of 
her own life, as well as personal 
responses to the photographs and 
to the familial relationships that 
they both reveal and transform: 
“Mother into daughter, daughter 
into sister, sister into lover, lover 
into reader, reader into looker, 
looker into listener. Click goes the 
shutter. Caught touching each 
other, caught touching them¬ 
selves, caught to touch Hawarden, 
caught to touch me, caught beck¬ 
oning my touch — the lovely 
bodies of Hawarden’s daughters 
reduplicate desire again and 
again.” 

Becoming raises questions of 
intimacy and offers more ques¬ 
tions than easy answers. The an¬ 
swers, it seems, are up to you. T
